| OU, Mrs. “West Endy,” with your home of 

ease and its atmosphere of culture, take 

your 6-60 motor car into the highways 
and byways of St. Louis’ cheap lodging houses, 
seek out a little homeless shopgirl and rent to her 
that vacant upstairs guest room which is never 
used; take her breezing countrywards after her 
many hours behind the counter are over; be her 
friend, her Big Sister, in every sense of the word, 
and thereby repay Society for what Society has 
given to you. So says Mrs. Leanora McDowell 
Dysart of Milwaukee, 20 years a missionary in 


Egypt and now one of the ‘leaders’ in the Big 


Sister movement in America, who spent the past 
week in attending the annual convention of the 
National Children’s Home Society at the Plant- 
ers Hotel. 

' St. Louis needs the Big Sister movement, says 
Mrs. Dysart, not only for the good it will do the 
young girls, but for the good which will be re- 
flected back into the lives of the sisters them- 
selves. 

“Scatter sunshine into the lives of others and 
you cannot keep it out of your own,” is the motto 
of the Big Sisters. And Mrs. Dysart says that 
the real good which comes out of the movement 
fs evidenced in the lives ofthe, Big Sisters them- 
‘sélves, WhO are! awakened to a newer social ‘con- 
s¢idusness, She outlined tier views’ to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

. “Phere isn’t a grander womal on earth than the 
American,” said Mrs. Dysart. “The real American 
Woman is econoniical not only of her husband’s 


money, but of her time. But the American man, 


must have faith in the American woman, and to 
encourage him to hold that faith the women of 
the aristocracy of our cities must do their share 
in the great plan of living. 

“The greatest thing that a St. Louis woman 
eculd. do would be to play the Big Sister to some 
little shop girl or some little factory hand who 
MESH Stough faith in herself. Our working 
class in the large cities today is a peculiar strat- 

um of society. We have so many foreigners here, 
a and thany of them put their children in the street 
to make a living. In some of these homes the 
girls are looked upon as inferior because of their 
gex, and they carry this feeling of inferiority out 
into the world with them, and do not have faith 
in themselves, consequently, sooner or later 
many of them fall prey to the vultures of the 
Big Town. 


Broader Life for Working 
Girl and Woman of Leisure 
UR present-day city society presents two 
O Opposites. On one hand is the working 
girl, needing aid, who y possibly 
for the beautiful things in life—to study music 
or painting or voice culture—but who is losing 
faith in herself. On the other hand we find the 
society woman, with everything, who has nothing 
to do but make the rounds of teas, receptions and 
theater parties, and the young girl graduate with 
her college diploma in hand. The society woman 
wants something to relieve her ennui, and the 
college girl, with her education in the fine arts,

Every woman possibly cannot take a girl into 
her own home, says Mrs. Dysart, but she can 
be chummy with the girl at the glove counter 
and friendly to the one at the cashier’s desk who 
takes in hundred’s of dollars a week and receives 
only six or ten dollars on Saturday night. 

Find out where these girls live, advises Mrs. 
Dysart. It is not necessary, of course, that one 
woman should attempt to carry out the entire 
burden, she says, but if the Big Sisters were or- 
ganized, perhaps each woman could take just 
one girl and then many girls could be cared for. 

“Suppose that a woman overhears the girl in 
the hosiery department of a big store say she 
is going to marry,” Mrs. Dysart continued. “There 
is a golden opportunity to bring sunlight into 
the life of that girl. Every girl in the world 
longs for a pretty little wedding, with flowers 
gnd music. All her life she has dreamed of it. 
Perhaps she has come from the country to the 
city, or perhaps she has lived in a tenement since 
baby days and has only read in the newspapers 
and magazine and seen the pictures of the pretty 
weddings of the debutantes and society favorites. 

“The wedding with her sweetheart will be a 
very different thing. It will be performed by a 
Justice of the Peace in a dingy courtroom, pos- 
sibly with a few hangerson as witnesses; or by 
some missionary minister in a little parsonage 
parlor.

O help young girls have faith in them-

These are the things which the Big Sis- 
ters aim to do. The Big Sisters are an 
’ organization of women in many large cities 
of the country.

College Girl Knows Little 

of Life of Sister in Shop 
UT she has been protected ali her life. She 
BR comes from either a family of wealth or 
of the great middle class. If she does not 
teach or enter a profession, she returns home for 
her debut into society or to live quietly with her 

parents until Prince Charming comes. 

While waiting for Prince Charming—what is 
there to do? In college days she studied music, 
or painting, or voice, or went in for athletics. At 
home she drops her music, .sings only when 
begged, puts aside her palette and brushes and 
perhaps forgets all about basket ball and swim- 
ming. 

She still has her high ideals—to be of real 
service in the world and to make it a bright- 
er and sweeter place in which to live. She wants 
to help, but her ignorance of the world prevents 
her. She knows nothing, or very little, of the life 
of the shopgirl and the factory hand. She has 
cnly read glorified novels, in which the working 
girl catches the store thief or does some heroic 
deed, and then marries the. boss’ son and lives 
happy ever afterward, 

She doesn’t know that the little girl who waits 
on her so patiently when the store is hot and 
crowded on bargain day, longs to study music or 
painting and to get a broader view of life and 
forget her own little humdrum existence in so 
doing. 

“Here is the chance for that college graduate,” 
said Mrs. Dysart, “a chance right here in St. 
Louis, too, as well as in Milwaukee, or Oshkosh, 
or Kalamazoo, or El Paso, or anywhere else, in 
fact,°wheré there are working girls. Let her and 
her friends organize the Big Sisters here. It 
doesn’t mean the giving of money so much as 
the giving of service. Let the girl who paints or- 
ganize night studio classes in her home and make 
Saturday afternoon sketching trips out in the 
country. 

‘The girl who sings may have her vocal studio 
and the one who plays her music studio. The ath- 
letic girl, the girl who plays basket ball and ten- 
nis and golf—let her organize classes. Let these 
things be done in a systematic manner, store by 
store, say, and not as acts of charity but as 
acts of friendship. 

“Then the little girl who has spent so many 
lonesome nights in the hall bedroom, dreaming of 
great things, will have an opportunity to realize 
in part her dreams. She will spend all her leis- 
ure time at her hobby and her life will be broad- 
ened and made better. 

Work of the Big Sisters 

Is Valuable to Both Sides 

T needn't be a one-sided affair at all, says 

| Mrs. Dysart. The girls from the country and 

the tenement can teach her Big Sister many 
things—how to do a thousand and one things of 
which the college girl has never dreamed. These 
shop girls, especially those with the qualities of 
leadership, may later organize their own classes 
and make an endless chain of the work. 

There is another side to the work of the Big 
Sisters, that of taking charge of a girl who has 
passed through the Probation Court and trying 
to make her normal again. 

“That is ome of the greatest helps in the 
work,” Mrs. Dysart said. “But why wait to re- 
claim a girl until she has felt the humiliation of 
going through Probation Court? Why not take 
charge of her before the chance of disgrace falls 
upon her little weak shoulders? Be a Big Sister 
peforehand. It is vastly easier to gain the friend- 
| ship of a girl who bas not experienced such mis-

HE proposed new city charter, written by 
: a Board of 13 Freeholders, and approved 
and signed by 11 members, was designed 
by its’ framers to enlarge the general powers 
of St. Louis so greatly that every needful thing 
within the province of municipal government, 
now or in the future, may be done for the wel- 
fare of the people, 

In writing the charter the Freeholders had to 
look ahead for 10, 25 and 50 years. They had 
to attempt to write a charter that would bring 
the St. Louis city government fully abreast 
with modern municipal conditions and to anticl- 
pate the requirements of the city by many years. 

The present city charter was written in 1877 
—37 years ago. At that time municipal govern- 
ment was crude and undeveloped. The modern 
ideas of the functions of a city in its present-day 
relationship to the welfare and happiness of its 
people were not thought of. But even at that 
time St. Louis occupied a unique position among 
American cities, being the first to have power to 
frame and adopt its own charter. Prior to that 
time cities had been obtaining their charters 
from state legislatures. Nearly all of the im- 
portant cities of the country have since adopted 
the St. Louis idea of home rule in charter mak- 
ing. 

The city government will be revolutionized by 
the mew charter. There will be radical changes 
in every important department. Useless offices 
have been abolished, and new offices created to 
meet modern conditions. Cleveland and Boston, 
which are crowding so closely upon the heels of 
St. Louis and threatening to.dislodge it as the 
Fourth City, are both operating under new char- 
ters, embracing all the best modern ideas in 
city government. ; 

The Freeholders took the best features of the 
Cleveland and Boston charters, and undertook 
to adapt them to the present requirements of St. 
Louis, as far as they could do under the restric- 
tions of the State Constitution and laws. 


Charter Is City’s Cornerstone. 

CHARTER is the organic law of the city, 
A just as the Constitution is the organic 

law of the State. It-is the cornerstone 
upon which the structure of the city government 
is founded. Without a modern charter, St. Louis 
cannot put into effect the modern ideas of city 
government. The charter must be in harmony 
with the Constitution and laws of the State, and 
all ordinances adopted by the city must be in 
harmony with the charter. The Mayor and all 
other public officials derive their powers from 
the charter. 

There will be three important divisions of the 
city government under the new charter. Hach 
will have great power and fixed responsibility. 
They are, executive and administrative, vested in 
the Mayor; legislative, in a Board of 28 Alder- 
men, and financial, in the Comptroller and a 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

Under the present charter, the Mayor is a 
sort of figurehead. His duties are limited to the 
appointment of a few relatively unimportant 
offices, to the disapproval of ordinances, and to 
minor administrative matters. 

But under the new charter he will be a Mayor 
in fact. He will be the one official of the city 
government to whom the people can look for 
definite results. The charter makers concentrat- 
ed great power in the Mayor for the purpose of 
making him the official really responsible for the 
conduct of public affairs. And they provided a 
recall provision, so that he might be removed 
from office if he failed to do his duty. 

. The Mayor will appoint all city officials except 
the Comptroller, president of the Board of Alder- 
men and 28 members of the Board of Aldermen. 
The officers elected by the people under the pres- 
ent charter, who will be appointed by the Mayor 
under the new, are: Assessor, Collector, Treas- 
urer, Register, City Marshal and President of the 
Board of Public Service, corresponding to the 
office of President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. 

The theory of the Freeholders in conferring 
such broad appointing powers upon the Mayor 
was that as he was to be the responsible head 
of the city government he should have a free 
hand in the selection of his subordinates, so that 
he could carry out his policies. He will make 
all of his appointments at or near the beginning 
of his term, so that his responsibility will begin 
the day he assumes office. 


Mayor to Be City’s Big Stick. 
HE Mayor is given the power to*cémpel 
every officer and employe of the city gov- 
ernment to do his duty. He is also given 

the power to cxercise general supervision over 
all the executive affairs of the city. [t is his 
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Most Striking Features 
of the New 
Charter 


1" most important features of 
the propeesy new city charter 


A broadening of the general powers of the 
city so that it might own and operate all 
kinds of public utilities, or do anything else 
that might be necessary for the welfare of 
the people. 

Concentration of power in the Mayor to 
make him the responsible head of the city 
government. 

Abolition of the Council and House of 
Delegates and a substitution therefor of a 
single legislative body of 28 members to be 
nominated and elected at large, with one rep- 
resentative from each ward. 

Creation of an efficiency commission to 
take the city government out of politics and 
make merit the basis of appointment and 
promotion. 

Provision for a workable initiative and ref- 
erendum, with a recall which is neither too 
easy to be invoked nor too difficult where 
there is real demand. 

Establishment of a Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to exercise supervision over 
the disbursement of the city funds. 

Provision that the city may acquire the 
plant and property use in the operation of 
any franchise at the expiration of the first 


thereafter. 

Power to issue improvement bonds against 
local improvements to reduce the cost to tax- 
payers. 


His appointments will not be subject to con- 
firmation by the Board of Aldermen: Under the 
present charter the Council must confirm all the 
Mayor’s appointments. This power has been 
used by Councilmen to exact political favors from. 


Yhe Mayor, thus blocking tlie Mayor’s plans un-. 


til he accedes to their demands. The Freehold- 
ers sought to strike all shackles from the Mayor, 
leaving bim free and absolutely independent of 
the legislative branch of the city government in 
the matter of selecting his subordinates. 

But as the Legislative Department is a neces- 
sary adjunct to the city government and no 
money can be spent without its consent, the 
Mayor is given a voice and a seat in the Board 
of Aldermen. He will not have to sit in his 
office as the Mayor does under the present char- 
ter while the Municipal Assembly is holding up 
or fighting his policies, but he may go into the 
legislative chamber and exercise the right of 
speech in support of his cause. While he may 
speak on the floor ‘of the Assembly, and may 
introduce ordinances, he will have no power to 
vote. 

In one other essential particular the powers 
of the Mayor are greatly enlarged. He will be 
a member of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. The Comptroller and president of the 
Board of Aldermen will be the other members. 
All city officials will syfinit to this board their 
estimates of the financial needs of their depart- 
ments. The board will pass upon these estimates, 
and recommend and submit to the Board of Al- 
dermen the amount to be appropriated to each. 


One Legislative Chamber Provided. 


HE board will also consider the rate of 
T taxation and make its recommendations 
to. the Board of Aldermen. Thus the 
Mayor is made not only the chief executive offi- 
cer of the city, but is givem a voice in its legis- 
lative affairs and its financial management. He 
will also have to appoint numerous boards, such 
as the Board of Efficiency, Mullanphy Board, and 
the Board of Public Service, corresponding to 
the Board of Public Improvements. If the home 
rule law, suspended by the referendum, should 
be approved by the people of the State at the 
November election, he will have the power to 
appoint the Police and Excise Commissioners. 
The Mayor’s salary will be $10,000 a year in- 
stead of $5000. The Freeholders undertook to 
give him work enough to do to earn this salary. 
The new charter abolishes both the Council 
and House of Delegates. It creates a new legis- 


lative system combining the ward representation 


idea of the House of Delegates with the idea of 
nomination and election at large as now applied 
to members of the Council. 

There will be a President and 28 members of 
the Board of Aldermen. Under the present char- 
ter there are 28 members of the House of Dele 
gates, and a President and 12 members of the 
Council. These two bodies have co-ordinate 
powers, and no legislation can be passed without 
being approved by a majority of both houses. 
There are frequent disagreements,

It is creditable to the State Capitol Commis- 
sioners that they realize the‘ necessity of liberal 
expenditure of money to decorate the new Cap- 
itol Building in a manner befitting the beauty 
and dignity of the structure. Mr. E. W. Stephens 
of the commission is doing valuable service to 
the State by visiting the principal cities present- 
ing the opportunity for superb ‘art decorations 
in the Capitol and urging an organized effort 
on the part of citizens to obtain a sufficient ap- 
propriation for this purpose. _—- 

The new State Capitol will be one of the most 
beautiful buildings of its kind, from an architec- 
tural standpoint, ever erected. The plans are 
admirable. They have the unqualified indorse 
ment of the leading architects of the country. 
But it is not sufficient merely to erect a noble 
architectural pile and equip it with furniture. 
The building should have mural and sculptural 
decorations in keeping with its character. As 
the Capitol of the State it should express in 
every particular the highest standard of taste 
and culture. It should be not only an exposition 
of the State’s advancement in civilization, but a 
e770 education in the arts. 

Missouri’s history is rich in events which 
fill a large and important place in the develop- 
ment of the country, especially of the West. The 
State has had representative men who played 
important parts in significant and influential 
As Mr. Stephens suggests, the 
Capitol should illustrate the past. It should also 
symbolize the arts and industries of the State. 
The material for superb and interesting sculp- 
tures and mural paintings is abundant. 

The sum of $500,000 mentioned in the Art 
League's resolution, as the amount desired for 
decorative purposes is not too large. It is a 
modest percentage of the cost of the building. 

The State Legislature ought not to require 
urging to provide for this essential part of the 
Capitol. But citizens should make their will 
known to candidates for the Legislature and 
should be prepared to convince Legislators that 
a liberal appropriation is necessary and that 
public sentiment overwhelmingly favors it.

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A GREAT WEEK IN HISTORY. 

The United Confederate Veterans began their 
reunion at Jacksonville, Fla., Wednesday, on the 
fiftieth anniversary of some of the most desperate 
fighting of the war. Every day of the week just 
past was, in fact, a semi-centennial of big events 
with which the final act of the tremendous war 
drama opened. 

The privations of Lee’s men, along the south 
bank of the Rapidan west of one of its tributary 
creeks, Mine Run, had rivaled during the winter 
those of Valley Forge. Great religious revivals 
swept his camps. The Union army, a little to 
the north, was joined by Grant a few pet after 
he had been made commander of all Northern 
forces, On March 9. After two months’ study of 
his problem he moved, with 120,000 men and 316 
guns. Lee had 60,000 men and 224 guns. 

Just after 12 o’clock on the morning of May 4— 
e, beautiful, moonlit spring night—Grant’s men 
began pouring across Rapidan fords 12 and 16 
miles below the most easterly of Lee’s camps. 
Waste land as large as four townships, covered 
with second-growth scrubs, tangled vines and 
dense underbrush and cut up by marshes and 
deep-bedded creeks, skirted the southern side of 
the river. 

Through this jungle of vegetation just leaving 
out in tender green, Grant’s men marched from 
the fords over roads to the south and southeast. 
Lee rushed units of his army along two roads 
running to the east, parallel with the river. His 
plan was to enmesh the enemy, while he was 
spread out on the march along the difficult roads, 
with his flank exposed, Grant saw the idea, faced 
his own units to the west and met the coming 
Confederates. 

In this way the fighting began on the mcst 
remarkable battlefield known to history, that of. 
Wilderness. To the soldier few of his own side 
were visible and fewer still of the enemy. The 
solitudes saw sights no solitude had ever seen 
before. . Individuals and commands got lost, 


stumbled into opposing individuals and commands 
and fought battles on the side incidental to the 
main battle. Just what happened was known to 
nobody until engineers made surveys after the 
war. The woods took fire and burned furiously. 
Hundreds of wounded were burned to death. 
Grant lost 17,387 in the two days and Lee 11,400 
—nearly 30,000 men in all. It was a battle 
slaughter, plus a.forest- fire, plus a hunt for wary 
game in a jungle, plus agonized gropings in a 
labyrinth. 

Fighting went on from May 5 to May 21. It 
ought to be called the Fifteen ‘Days’ Battle.

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KING COTTON IN CHINA. 
Richard Spillane warns:the South through the 
Review of Reviews that King Cotton may pack 
up his crown and scepter and take his departure 
from the United States across the Pacific. 
China raised 5,500,000 bales of cotton averaging 
500 pounds apiece last year, an increase of more 
than 1,000,000 bales. The new forces operating in 
old empire would naturally be expected to in- 
crease its competitive power in the world’s mar- 
kets and the prohibition of opium production has 
created conditions especially antagonistic to 
American cotton supremacy. Cotton is now 
grown on thousands of acres formerly devoted to 
poppies, and the Chinese farmer is finding it 
highly profitable. 
A compétition that would lessen cotton para- 
mountcy in our South, compel the abandonment 
of old wasteful farming methods and introduce 
rotation of crops and diversification of the prod- 
ucts raised would be beneficial in the long run. 
If China’s output of the raw material in the next 
decade equals America’s present output, some 
effect on prices would, of course, be inevitable. 
But as long as the world’s consumption of cot- 
ton fabrics increases as fast as at present, a com- 
petition from China that would really be disas- 
trous is not to be feared. 
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SOPHISTICATED NEW HAVEN FINANCE. 
For neat and sophisticated finance the New 
Haven has even the technique of our capable 
Frisco magnates reduced to clumsiness. 

Having acquired, while it was monopolizing 
New England transportation,. great blocks of 
Boston & Maine stock which it. had no legal right 
to hold, the company cast about for some way of 
concealing the questionable transaction.

ULSTER’S JOKE ON JOHN BULL. 

Chicago Inter Ocean: We had rather forgot- 
ten Ulster of late, in our absorption in our own 
Mexican troubles, and in our efforts to induce 
some of our own official Bumbles to face the 
facts of them. And while the sympathies of most 
Americans are probably not acutely with Ulster, 
those of them with any sense of humor may con- 
cede that Ulster has given them a needed chance 
to laugh, and at that British officialdom which 
deserves derision for its crass ineptitude in the 
handling of the suffragette nuisance. 


“MADE IN GERMANY. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: Germany can- 
not be held responsible for the shipment of arms 
which reached Ulster, yet the source of the con- 
signment is unfortunate in the present relations 
of Germany and Great Britain. The smuggling 
of the arms was adroitly managed, but it is dif- 
ficult to understand how so large a sale as that 
of 40,000 rifles and half a million rounds of 
ammunition could have been made without the 
knowledge of the authorities. There was no vio- 
lation of neutrality,’ for no war exists in Ulster, 
yet the technical regularity of the proceeding will 
not be sufficient to restrain the resentment of 
the British Liberals at an act which, in effect at 
least, is unfriendly to the British Government. 


A RIFT IN THE CLOUDS. 

Detroit Free Press: For the moment, at least, 
the prospect for a settlement of the Irish home 
rule question seems brighter than it has for 
many months. Both sides have scored in the 
last week or two, the Unionists through the de- 
velopment on the part of the Asquith govern- 
ment of a noticeable disposition to consider Sir 
Edward Carson’s propositions for the exclusion 
of Ulster, the Liberals through the epochmaking 
speech of former Premier Balfour, who has prac- 
tically given up the fight against the home rule 
idea and has admitted that it is bound to be re- 
alized in some form or other. Both. these de- 
velopments ought to make for some workable 
compromise, and it is evident that this is the 
hope of the moderates in all parties. 


WHAT WILL ASQUITH DO. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: The Ulster malcon- 
tents have not failed to ‘improve the opportuni- 
ties which the tndulgence or the timidity of the 
Imperial Government has allowed them. They 
have organized what is said to be a formidable 
military force, and by the recent coup they have 
succeeded in obtaining the necessary equipment. 
When the threatened crisis arrives, if ever it 


does, it is going to be much harder to control 
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the situation than it would have been had a pol ~*~ 


icy of vigorous firmness been adopted at the out- 
set, and every additional day of inaction can 
only make matters worse. But it séems that at 
last Premier Asquith’s patience has been ex- 
hausted and that if he can get the King’s con- 
sent there will presently be something doing.

What Proposed 
New Charter Can 
Do for St. Louis 


Contined From Page One. 


are to be authorized by the Board of 
Aldermen, instead of by a vote of the 
people. 

The efficiency system to take the city 
government out of politics is considered 
by the Freeholdérs to be another very 
important provision, Under the present 
system city jobs are given as rewards 
for political servicé. The jobs in many 
instances are dispensed by the city com- 
mittees of the party which happens to 
be in power. Thig results in wholesale 
discharge of city employes every time 
there is a change of adminstration. 

Under the new charter no appointment 
will be made except on the basis of 
merit. Pergons desiring to enter the 
public service will take the examinations 
prepared by the Efficiency Commission. 
These examinations will be practical 
and non-technical, designed to test thor- 
oughly the fitness of the applicanf for 
the position he seeks. The heads of all 
departments must select their employes 
from the certified lists. Whenever there 
is a vacancy in any department, the 
head of that department will cali on the 
commissison for a list of names. A list 
containing three names highest in the 
percentages will be certified to him, and 
he will select the employe from those 
three names. 

The Board of Public Service will su- 
percede the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. Under the present system the 
President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements is elected by the people, 
and the other members—Street, Sewer, 
Water, Park and Harbor Commission- 
ers—are appointed by the Mayor in the 
middle of his term. The Board of Pub- 
lic Service will be comprised of the 
President and four directors—of Public 
Utilities, of Streets and Sewers, of Pub- 
lic Welfare and of Public Safety.

SAYS INDICTMENT 
WAS UNEXPECTED 


Lawyer Denies He Obtained 
$4000 Under False Pretense 
in Building House. 


IS RELEASED ON BOND 


Attorney Also Accused of Em- 
bezzling $4000 From 
a Widow. 


Ellroy V. Selleck, an attorney with of- 
fices in the New Bank of Commerce 
Building, who was arrested Friday on 
bench warrants fllowing his indictment 
on charges of embezzlement and obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, told a 
reporter after his release on $1000 bond, 
that he did not know who had presented 
the charges, and that he was innocent. 

One of the charges against Selleck is 
that he obtained $4000 in deed of trust 
notes from Rudolph Linke, a client, 
after agreeing to erect a house in pay- 
ment for the notes, with the stipulation 
that when turned over to the client it 
should be free of incumbrances. The 
indictment alleges that there were sev- 
eral mechanics’ liens on the house when 
turned over, and that Selleck in failing 
to satisfy these liens placed himself in 
the position of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Selleck said that the house had been 
erected by the Great Western Construc- 
tion Co., of which he was secretary, 
and that William J. Hogan, the presi- 
dent, has been away from town for two 
weeks. He said that as secretary of the 
company he had signed some papers in 
the Linke case, but that he had: done 
nothing wrong. Selleck said that it was 
necessary to leave mechanics’ liens on 
the house because the $4000 deed of 
trust given by Linke was not sufficient 
to pay for the work. He said that Linke 
had lost nothing by the deal. 

Selleck said that the offices of the 


in the La Salle Building. Investigation 
there showed that the cqmpany had 
moved five months ago. In the city di- 
rectory the Great Western Construction 
Co. is listed as room 601, 415 Pine street, 
which is Selleck’s office in the new Bank 
of Commerce Builiing. 

Selleck said he knew nothing of the 
embezzlement charge, in which he is 
alleged to have obtained $4000 worth of 
securities belonging to a widow, in con- 
nection with Probate Court proceedings, 
and failed to make an accounting with 
his client. 

An effort was made to disbar Selleck 
in 1912. After a commission appointed 
by the Court of Appeals had recom- 
mended that he be disbarred, the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri set aside the 
commission’s finding and ordered that 
Selleck be permitted to continue prac- 
ticing law. ;

HAVE recently read so many astonishing 
| things about China that I am constrained to 
stand on a dry goods box and tell about them 
as long as anybody will listen. There is a grow- 
ing belief that China is going to put it all over 
us in the matter of a republic, and unless we are 
going to reform pretty soon | wouldn’t wonder 
if she is. For instance, what would we think 
in this country of the Government turned a huge 
sum of money over to the Red Cross and com- 
missioned that organization to stop the floods in 
the Mississippi Valley?

It has 
been said that the engineers of the United States 
Army made the Panama Canal after John Stevens 
and Theodore Shonts had given up the job be 
cause they were ordered down there so suddenly 
‘ that whether they could dig the canal or not 
did not have a chance to become a public issue. 
Probably if it had become a public issue, the 
incompetency of the Engineering Corps would 
have been established to everybody’s satisfaction, 
- and we would by this time have sold out at 
~ Panama, as the French did, for what we could 
get. I do not remember how it happened that 
the army engineers were assigned to that task, 
but as I recall, it happened in a night or some- 
thing like that, and we all auyre to find them on 
their way.

WAGES IN 60 TRADES 
HIGHER THAN LAST YEAR 


Forty Cities Show Increase for 
May and 40 Industries 


| Reduced Hours. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The average 
rate of wages per week in 4 of the 
leading cities of the United States for 
more than 60 of the principal industries 
was higher on May 16, 1913, than on May 
15, 1912, with the single exception of the 
mill carpenters, which showed no 
change, says a statement issued today 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics: The 
greatest average increase was for mar- 
ble cutters, which was 6.6 per cent. 

Of the more important trades the fol- 
lowing increases in rates of wages arv 
given: Bricklayers, 1.7 per cent; car- 
penters, 1.7; hod carriers, 1.3; painters, 
4.2; plasterers, 1; plumbers and gas 
fitters 3.1; structural iron workers, 2:6; 
stone cutters, 2.2; iron molders, 5.3; com- 
positors (newspaper) day work, 2.1.

Alfalfa and Kindred Crops Are 

Good—Frost Hurt Peaches, 
but- No Other Fruits. 


This summer’s harvests will make 
the Southwest one vast cornucopia 
unless there is an unexpected and 
unprecedented reversal of form be- 
tween now and the reaping period, 
As for winter wheat, never before 
have there been such brilliant pros- 
pecte and there is practically no 
danger now until the harvest itself, 
In Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa 
and Illinois the wheat is being rated 
at more than perfect in large &ec- 
tions and Okighoma’s 94 looks .low 
with the other figures. 

Corn is being planted in most sec- 
tions and the conditions for the seed- 
ing are excellent. In the Southern 
section where the grain has been 
planted, it is up to a good stand, 
Cotton planting has been retarded 
by wet weather and where the seed 
is in the ground, progress is retard- 
ed by wet, cool nights. However, 
this delay is not serious unless-con- 
tinued for a week later. 

Forage and pasture crops, too, are 
drawing superlative adjectives from 
the crop experts. 

Peaches were hit somewhat by the 
late frosts, but other fruits are fine. 
The following reports obtained by 
the Post-Dispatch’s correspondents 
from the State officials in charge of 
crop reports do not place any of the 
states below normal condition and 
most of them are graded far above it: 


MISSOURI WHEAT IS 
ESTIMATED AT 101 


State Board Report Gives to 
This State Best Outlook Ever 
Noted at This Season. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 98.—Crop pros- 
pects for Missouri are the brightest 
known in a long time at this season. The 
wheat crop promise is unbounding and 
in a recent State repert, Secretary 
Jewell Mayes of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, placed the condition of wheat at 
101, the highest estimate ever made in 
the State at this time of the season. 
This estimate was made from special re- 
ports of correspondents in practically 
ever county, 

Corn also promises much from ad- 
vance prospects. Farmers are well un- 
der way with their work and'a big yield 
is expected. Oats hdve not fared so well, 
in the estimation of experts, as the crop 
is only fair. 

The fruit outlook ts -particularly fine, 
taken as a whole. Apples fare well, al- 
though peaches will again fall short to 
a certain extent. However, compared 
with the 1913 crop, peAches promise very 
well. 

Other crops are also promising well, 
according to reports from various sec- 
tions of the State. . 


TEXAS HAMPERED 
BY HEAVY RAINS 


Cotton Is Greatly Delayed and 
Corn Is Chocked by Weeds— 


Forage and Pasture Fine. 
AUSTIN, Tex., May 9.—Excessive rains 
which have delayed planting and badly 
damaged growing crops have caused a 
severe setback to prospects in Texas. 
Cotton, already delayed by unfavor- 
able weather, will be later this year 
than for several seasons. The wet con- 
ditions of the fields has not permitted 
cultivating for some time and it will be 
several days before planting can be re- 
newed. In the bottom lands the dam- 
age has been especially heavy and large 
acreages will have to be entirely re- 
planted. Upland cotton has been set 
tack by the continued wet, cool weather. 
A period of warm sunshine, however, 
will put a much better aspect on condi- 
tions. As séon as weeds and grass can 
be cleaned from the fields, cotton and 
corn will grow rapidly, as the moisture 
in the ground is the best in years. The 
lateness of the cotton crop, however, is 
assured. 
Corn has suffered more than any other 
crop from the unprecedented = rains, 
which have prevented cultivation of the 
tields and permitted weeds to choke the 
young corn. Except In North Texas, 
it will be too late to replant corn. 
Forage. crops in Western Texas, the 
Panhadle and the South plains region 
are flourishing. Cotton In West Texas 
is also said to be in better shape than 
‘In the black belt territory. The rains 
have caused rejoicing among the live- 
L@tock interests and the range was never 
in better shape.

premises. 
Takes in a Cousin. 


Eugene Jacard was energetic He 
had sent for his cousin, and in 1846 
A. 8S. Mermod became a partner of 
Eugene Jaccard. In 1847 the firm 
grew so rapidly that D. C. Jaccard, a 
relative, came to St. Louis and be- 
came a partner. He had ideas that 
grew with the observation of his 
new environments. 

Although the Jaccard firm grew in 
vyolume of business and kept pace 
with the growth of the thriving West 
it met with disaster in 1849 by being 
destroyed by fire. Had it not been 
for the force of character of the men 
behind the Jaccard firm at that time 
its history would have been ended in 
that blaze of 184%. 

After the fire the Jaccard firm 
pulled itself together and opened a 
shop (call it a jewelry store if you 
will) between Pine and Chestnut 
streets, on Fourth, opposite the Plan- 
ters House. It occupied a fine build- 
ing—as fine as there was in those 
St. Louis days, where business rushed 
along until 1859. That was just be- 
fore the war and slaves were still 
sold from the Courthouse steps, and 
Abraham Lincoln was in the lime- 
light. 

Has Marble Building. 

The next change came in the fall of 
1850, when the firm removed to a marble 
building at the northeast corner of 
Fourth and Olive streets. That building 
was a marvel of its time. For five 
years the Jaccard firm sold fine jewelry, 
watches and diamonds in what was 
known as “the marble palace.” It was 
in 1864 the firm had a reorganization, in 
which C. F. Mathey and D. C, Jaccarm 
formed the corporation under the title 
of D. C. Jaccard & Co. Then in 186, a 
year later, Goodman King, now presi- 
dent and active head of the concern, 
began his career with the jewelry house. 
D. C. Jaccaréd had withdrawn from the 
old firm and the new concern opened 
in O44 Fellows’ Hall, at Fourth and Lo- 
cust streets. Odd Fellows’ Hall in those 
days was the finest building in St. Louls 
and the new Jaccard firm had the finest 
trade in the city. 

It wag in 1883 that the firm was in- 
corporated as the Mermod & Jaccarda 
Jewelry Co., with A. 8. Jaccard as 
president, D. C. Jaccard, vice-president; 
Cc, FY Mathey, treasurer, and Goodman 
King, secretary. All of these officers 
are now dead excepting Goodman King, 
the present head of the firm, Good- 
man King was elected president of the 
firm several years before the death of 
A. 8. Mermod.

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KANSAS WOMEN 
PLAN CAMA 
TO SAVE BABES 


Legislature Will Be Asked to 
Provide Funds for Employing 
State Nurses. 


ONE OUT OF TEN DIE 


Mortality Rate Declared Due to 
Bad Milk and Ignorance of 
Mothers. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 9.—Kansas spent 
$10,000 a year for three years In a cam- 


Paign against tuberculosis and saved 
the lives of 425 persons each year. This 
was at the rate of $25 a life. If the 
women voters of Kansas have their 
way about it the next Kansas Legis- 
lature will authorize a campaign along 
the same lines to save the lives of the 
babies who die every year from malnu- 
trition, bad milk and ignorance. 

The Kansas vital statistics records 
show that of 35,000 babies born in Kan- 
sas each year more than 3500, or about 
one-tenth, dle. 

“Practically every baby comes into 
the world healthy and only wanting 
half a chance to make a man or a 
woman,” said Dr. 8S. J. Crumbine, sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health. 
“Bad milk and ignorance of the mothers 
in caring for their children causes all 
this pain and suffering and the death of 
3500 babies every year. Just think what 
good it would do if we could save a 
thousand of those babies each year. 
We can do it if the Legislature will let 
us and it won’t cost very much.”’ 

Mrs. Mary Pierce Van Zile, dean of 
the home economics division of the 
Kansas Agricultural College, will offer 
a course in the rearing of children to the 
girls who enter the school next fall. 
That will take care of a part of the 
future generations. It is the babies that 
are being born at the present time that 
Dr. Crumbine is considering. The Kan- 
sas Congress of Mothers, composed of 
300 clubs of women in all parts of the 
State, is back of Dr. Crumbine, and will 


an appropriation to save the babies. 

“‘We get the reports of all births every 
month,”’ said Dr. Crumbine, in outlin- 
ing his plans for the “Save the Babies’’ 
campaign. ‘‘What we want is sufficient 
money to hire several experienced 
murses. We don’t need any doctors, 
just nurses who have helped rear babies 
and care for them in sickness. We will 
station those nurses at convenient points 
in the State and, ag the birth reports 
come in, these nurses will be furnished 
with the name and address of the par- 
ents. She will go to the house; look at 
the baby, and five minutes’ conversation 
with the mother will tell her whether 
she is really needed in that home or not. 
It will tell her if the mother knows how 
to care for the baby. 

“If the mother is ignorant of the hy- 
giene of rearing babies the nurse will 
stay on the job and teach that moth- 
er what to do and how to do it. She 
would see the doctor and arrange with 
him for numerous visits and special re- 
ports at State expense and the board 
would send that father and mother the 
bulletins that contain the best informa- 
tion on raising babies. The nurse would 
visit that home often to see that her 
instructions aye being followed and that 
the baby is getting along all right. If 
the parents cannot afford the best milk 
she will get it for them. 

“Tgnorance and bad milk cause most 
of the deaths of babies in Kansas, and 
we can save hundreds of them every 
year. A man will study for days to 
learn the best feeding stuffs for his 
stock and how to ward off disease 
among them, but hundreds of babies are 
allowed to #hift for themselves. Baby 
troubles are the easiest things in the 
world to prevent, but the hardest there 
are to cure, so it is purely preventive 
measures that we propose. The babies 
will take care of themselves if the 
mothersa would use only common sense 
in handling them. 

‘‘We can save the lives of men and 
women 3% to # years old at $25 a life. 
We can save the lives of hundreds of 
babies every year at even a lower rate. 
The women will ask the Legislature to 
provide the money, and the day the ap- 
propriation is made the work will be-

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5000 SUFFRAGISTS 
MARCH TO CAPITGL 
AND DEMAND VOTE 


Every Section of Union Repre- 
sented in Demonstration for 
Ballot in Washington. 


CONGRESSMEN IN PAGEANT 


Clapp and Murdock Among the 
Men in Line With Twelve Bands 
and a Women’s Chorus. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Five thou- 


sand suffragists, representing every 
section of the Union, marched from the 
White House down Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to the Capitol this afternoon, where 
they presented resolutions demanding 
universal suffrage to both branches of 
Congress. 

The suffragists were accompanied by 
12 bands, one of which was composed of 
women. A special chorus of vocalists, 


dressed in white and green and carrying 
laurel, ard many men supporters of 
votes for wemen lifted their voices in 
behalf of the RBristow-Mondell amend- 
ment at the Capitol. 

Leaving the White House at 3 o’clock, 
the great pageant multiplied in beauty 
as women riders, speciai delegations _be- 
decked in yellow, white and purple of 
the Congressional Union, children and 
state delegations fell into line. 

The day could not have been finer for 
the parade and there was nothing to 
mar the occasion, in contrast to the riot- 
ing which interrupted the suffrage pa- 
rade here March 13, 1913. Policemen 
were stationed every few feet along 
the line of march. 

The march from the White House was 
in charge of Mrs. George Odell, chief 
marshal. In the artillery section of the 
pageant were 531 women, each armed 
with a resolution addressed to Con- 
gress, adopted at the May 2 demonstra- 
tions throughout the United States. 

These resolutions demanded the pas- 
sage of the Bristow-Mondell amend- 
ment, giving the right of suffrage to 
women. Then there was a cavalry 
section, representing women in _ all 
walks of life, including wage earners, 
claimin:s; to speak for 8,000,000 women. 

As skirmishers and advance guard 
there were more than 200 women who 
already have the right to vote. These 
women al] came more than 2000 miles 
from states west of Mississippi. 

Fellowing close behind were delega- 
tions from 12 campaign states, where 
women are seeking the right to vote 
through their legislatures. Farther 
back came marchers from 28 “unfree’”’ 
states, including the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

There was a sprinkling of men suf- 
fragists in the parade. Senators Clapp 
and Poindexter and Representatives 
Murdock, Hinebaugh, Kelly and other 
Progressives in Congress Kept pace with 
the women marchers. 

At the Capitol a Reception Com- 
mittee of 11 Senators and 11 Repre- 
sentatives from the “free” states of 
the West awaited the arrival of the 
suffragist army. At the Peace Mon- 
ument the marchers turned north and 
formed on the east front of the Cap- 
itol. The bands were lined up, and, 
as Mrs. Jessie Hardy Stubbs tripped 
up to the Reception Committee of 
Congressmen to deposit the resolu- 
tions demanding immediate passage 
of the franchise amendment, the 
great chorus started “The Woman's 
Marching Song.” The “Star Spang- 
glied Banner,” “Columbia” and “My 
Country, "Tis of Thee” were sung by 
the chorus of women before the 
parade disbanded. 

The women marchers then beseiged 
both ends of the Capitol, and took 
seats in the galleries to watch the 
proceedings. 

There were some unusual features 
in the parade. Mrs. Rebeccd Lenton 
of Philadelphia, an octogenerian, was 
the oldest member in line, while Miss 
Sheilagh Stone, daughter of Con- 
gressman and Mrs. Stone of Illinois, 
6 weeks old, but a full-fledged mem- 
ber of the Congressional Union, was 
the youngest. 

The tallest woman in line was Miss 
Rose Winslow of New York City, who 
“every inch a gseuffragist,” is easily 
6 feet. Miss Mary Doyle Brennan 
came from Seattle, Wash., to take 
part in the Pageant. Miss Lena 
Swenson of Sweden, and Miss Isabell 
Mellon of New Zealand, were present. 

The district association opposed to 
woman suffrage, as a protest against 
the demonstration by the suffragists, 
besought all those hostile to votes 
for women to wear a red rose, Two 
stations to supply red roses were 
opened and scores of boys along the 
line of march offered artifiicial flow- 
ers for sale. But this was not the 
“Antis’’ day, and wearers of red 
roses were scarce.

Nurse Says Battle Creek Manu- 
facturer Had Fought Inclina- 
tion to Self-Destruction. 


SHOOTS SELF WITH RIFLE 


Manufacturer Had Been in Ill 
Health at His Santa Barbara 
Home for Some Time. 


By Associated Press. 
SANTA BARBARA, Cal, May %— 


Charles W. Post, wealthy cereal food 
manufacturer of Battle Creek, Mich., to- 
day shot himself to death with a rifle 
while temporarily insane, according to 
the testimony of his physician, J. C. 
Bainbridge, offered at the inquest held 
shortly after the tragedy. The verdict 


of the Coroner’s jury was noncommittal, 
holding simply that Post died from the 
effects of a gunshot wound. 

Post had suffered ill health for some 
time. Recently he had made a hurried 
trip to Rochester, Minn., to undergo a 
major operation to save his life. He 
had been in a nervous state since his re- 
turn to California, He had fougut 
against an inclination to self-destruc- 
tion for some time, according to the 
testimony given at the inquest by Mias 
Ella Benson, his nurse. 

The nurse said that Post had a horror 
of a gun of any kind for several weeks. 
He had requested that firearms be re- 
moved from the house, and it was 
thought the Post home was free of 
weapons. 

Today Post asked the nurse to leave 
him alone for a short time. She re- 
luctantly complied. In a few minutes a 
rifle shot was heard. On entering the 
room, the nurse found Post on the bed 
with a rifle. Thé position of the body 
and the weapon indicated that the mar. 
had placed the muzzle in his mouth and 
sprung the trigger with his toe. Death 
was instantaneous. 

Coroner A. M. Ruiz carefully looked 
through Mr. Post’s effects, but could 
find nothing bearing on his intention 
to take his life. 

Mr. Post had chartered a private car 
tO take him and his wife and their 
servants back to Battle Creek for the 
summer next’ Saturday, 


Pest Rushed to Operating Table. 

CHICAGO, May 9.—Two months ago 
Cc. W. Post was hurried across half 
the continent to Rochester, Minn., for 
treatment for an attack of appendi- 
citis, which was Ddelieved to threaten 
his life. The operation, which was 
performed March 10, was considered 
successful and he departed for his 
Western home apparently cured. 

The illness from which Post suf- 
fered was first manifest last Decem- 
ber. At’ first it was considered a re- 
currence of a stomach trouble from 
which he formerly suffered. 


Post a Foe of Union Labor; Won For- 
tune From Small Beginning. 

Charles W. Post was born in Spring- 
field, Ill., in 1854. His first business ven- 
ture, a hardware store, resulted dis- 
astrously. Broken in health and almost 
financially destitute, he settled at Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., and began the then 
seemingly hopeless task of repairing 
his shattered fortunes. 

Experimenting 11 so-called health 
foods, Post finally developed a cereal 
substitute for coffee, and put it on the 
market. This was in 1894. 

Post bought a little farm, borrowing 
the $100 to make the purchase. In the 
old two-room barn he established the 
first plant for the manufacture of his 
cereal coffee. Today that original plant, 
fenced in and inscribed with a legend 
of the facts, stands in the center of the 
great modern plant which is known 
throughout the industrial world as the 
White City. 

Success did not come in a day. Prog- 
ress in the beginning was slow. Post 
was a firm believer in advertising. His 
start in #hat was made on a small credit 
besis with a local newspaper. Within 
five years his business had grown to 
enormous proportions, and the volume 
of his advertising totalled close to $1,- 
000,000 annually. 

Post was a lifelong foe to unionized 
labor, and spent large sums of money 
in his fight against the unions. It ‘s 
anid that three years ago he offered 
Col. Roosevelt a salary of $100,000 per 
year to head a new labor organization, 
the purpose of which would be to pre- 
vent strikes, boycotts, picketing and all 
forms of coercion between employers 
and employes. 

In 1907, Post was the defendant 
three suits for $250,000 each, brought 
against him by Peter F. and Robert 
“ollier, and Norman Hapgood, editor 
of Collier’s \veekly. The action grew 
out of declarations by Post that he had 
refused to advertise in the Collier publi- 
cations, and that his refusal had re 
sulted in published statements unfriend- 
lv to his foodstuffs. A verdict of $60,- 
00) was rendered against Post—one of 
the largest verdicts ever found in a sim- 
ilar case by a jury in this State. 

Post was public-spirited, and did much 
for the city of Battle Creek. He was 
rancorous in politics, ana eccentric to a 
degree, but his benefactions to the city 
of his adoption were many and sub- 
stantial. 

Post divorced his first wife many 
years ago, and in 1904 married Miss Ly- 
dia Young, his stenographer. He had a 
private art collection rated as being 
one of the most valuable ovned by an 
individual in the country.

VERA CRUZ, May 9.—Walter C. Whif- 
fen, correspondent of the Associated 
Press; a Mr. Sutton. a photographer for 
the Washington Post; Oliver M. Huef- 
fer, a correspondent of the London Ex- 
press, and another English correspond- 
ent named Rourke, were arrested by the 
Mexican authorities at Mexico City 
Thursday evening. They had just ar- 
rived from Vera Cruz, and the police 
were waiting at the station when the 
train drew in. 

All were taken to the jail, and Whif- 
fen and Sutton were held for investi- 
gation. The two Englishmen were re- 
leased and the officer who arrested them 
was reprimanded. 

Hueffer went at once to the Brazilian 
Minister, who notified the British Min- 
ister, Sir Lionel Carden, and also called 
on the police to release the Americans. 
The police replied that some action 
would be taken as soon as the Chief of 
Police had investigated the merits of 
the cases. Rourke, the other English 
correspondent, returned while Hueffer 
remained in Mexico City.

Women and Children Killed. 

Near the central point of the disturb- 
ance dozens of bodies were observed ly- 
ing along the road. Many ef them were 
unrecognizable, as they were badly 
crushed. Lamentations arose on al! 
sides, and the injured lay in the open 
awaiting cssistance, which has been sent 
to them. 

Where Linera stood is a mass of ruins. 
These houses which did not collapse 
were so broken as to emphasize the 
completeness of the disaster. The vil- 
lage had about 800 inhabitants. A ma- 
jority of the people escaped because the 
shock occurred when the men and some 
of the women still were working in the 
fields. From the vineyards they saw 
their houses collapsing, and when they 
arrived at their homes they found only 
wreckage, with some of their people 
buried beneath it. This accounts for 
the fact that most of the victims at 
Linera were women and children. The 
men attacked the debris with their 
bare hands, in an effort to save their 
wives or children. 

Gens. Trabucchi and Moccagatta are 
in command of the work of rescue, 
which is being expeditiously performed 
by soldiers, firemen, policemen and Red 
Cross volunteers. 

It is expected, however, that weeks 
will pass before the extent of the 
disaster can be ascertained, as HH is 
believed amany peasants are buried 
under their houses in the isolated dis- 
tricts. 

At Catania the strongest shock lasted 
six seconds. Electric lights were ex- 
tinguished and the street railways were 
put out of service.

VERA CRUZ, May 9.—On my trip to Mexico City, where I obtained tne 
following interview with Gen. Huerta, my only companions were a French 
naval officer carrying the legation mails, one Englishman summoned to the 
capital by Gen. Huerta on business, one German professor collecting rare 
bitds, two Mexican army officers rejoining the Federal army, one Mexican at- 
torney of railroad and one Mexican woman, the wife of one of the army 
officers. 

Leaving Vera Cruz at 3 in the afternoon we soon reached the beak in 
the railroad where the Mexican outposts received and escorted us afoot over 
the nine-mile walk along the railway, which had been completely destroyed. 
No rails, no ties, no culverts and telegraph wires cut. 

_'The tropical heat was so intense that the Mexican lady presently fainted 
and afterwards, from the long wait in the glaring sun at the other end of the 
break where no train was in sight, she again succumbed and died from a heat 
stroke. Finally reaching Mexico City, I saw the Dictator, and pressed my 
request for a statement. 


Views of Gen. Huerta on His Country’s Plight. 

Thanks to my acquaintance with him formed in camp in other campaigns, 
I was enabled to have a long uninterrupted talk with Huerta. The interview 
took place over luncheon at the Cafe Colon Wednesday. This is what the 
Provisional President said to me: 

“I hope you have not come all this way to ask me again whether 
I will resign, for I am weary of being asked this .impertinent ques- 
tion by American newspapers, who have even gone so far as to cable 
me about it. Only the other day a representative of your paper 
here sent me the same question again in a categorical written form 
and I answered him just as categorically that I have no intention 
whatever of resigning, and to make quite sure the American public 
should at least understand me, I had my secretary send my denial to 
all the remaining foreign press correspondents here and, furthermore, 
caused the Imparcial and other newspapers of the capital to pub- 
lish my denial here at home.

whatever, not even a camera or pa- 
pers, fearing possible search and con- 
fiscation by the Mexicans. A _ train 
with troops arrived at nightfall. Aft- 
er a long palaver with the Mexican of- 
ficer in charge we finally were per- 
mitted to board the train and proceed 
four miles to Tejerta. 


There another Mexican officer burst 
in and ordered all passengers to throw 
up their hands. We had to file out one 
by one, between guarding Mexican sol- 
diers with fixed bayonets, who took us 
aside and subjected us to a painfully 
thorough search, confiscating all the 
pistols, cameras, penknives, newspapers 
and private papers. I thankel my 
Stars I brought nothing. This farce 
consumed several hours. Finally we 
were allowed to réeboard the train and 
reached Soledad, a few miles beyond. 
The train stopped over night at a 
miserable, small village,” with no hotel 
and no place open to sleep. 

Sleeps in Public Square. 

Under my guidance our forlorn band 
of tired, hungry and thirsty travelers, 
after vainly knocking at many doors 
and bringing angry soldiers upon us, 
proceeded to the village square where 
was a fountain, from which we all 
drank greedily. After this we spent 
the night in the band stand of the pub- 
lic square. There was no breakfast the 
next morning and nobody had eaten 
since breakfast the day before. 

We took the train to Mexico City at 
7 o’clock in the morning and proceeded 
with satisfactory swiftness until Paso 
del Macho was reached. There evi- 
dences of feverish military activity was 
to be seen at every turn—many cannons, 
breastworks, entrenched soldiers and 
encampments. 

Here soldiers again stopped the train 
and searched us. I demanded an inter- 
view with Gen. Maas in the guise of a 
German correspondent and was led be- 
fore him. He received me pompously, 
but had nothing to say worth cabling. 
Finally he gave a grandiloquent per- 
mission for our train to proceed to 
Mexico City. We arrived there at 8 
in the evening on the night of ‘Cinco 
de Mayo,”’ the great national festival 
celebrating Geragosa’s victory over the 
French near Orizabo. 

All the houses were decorated with 
flags, all public buildings were illum- 
inated, and thete was singing and 
shouting in the streets. Generally it 
was an orderly but very insulting 
demonstration against the Gringos. 

I saw one donkey wearing a head 
mask of a mimic king and called Presi- 
dent Wilson, with an American flag 
tied to the donkey’s tail trailing in the 
mud. 

I also saw a solid column of fully 
five thousand volunteers for the army. 

The streets were brilliantly illum- 
inated, sparkling with fireworks and 
immense throngs... Gen. Huerta made a 
brief, patriotic speech from the balcony 
of the Palace, full of unmistakable al- 
lusions to the pending conflict with the 
Gringoes.

R. EMERSON is the first 
Mi one of the 100 or more 
correspondents at Vera 
Cruz to reach Mexico City and 
send out an extensive interview 
with Huerta. 

Others have attempted the 
journey, but Emerson alone 
has the achievment to his cred- 
it. It was undertaken when 
the Post-Dispatch and World, 
because of the censorship and 
because of the conflicting re- 
ports of Huerta’s situation, 
asked their corps of men at 
Vera Cruz if one of them would 
volunteer to learn the truth. 

Emerson eagerly declared his 
willingness to go. The first 
fruits of his success were 
shown in-the extraordinary in- 
terview with Huerta printed 
today. 

Illustrations of the difficulties 
overcome by Mr. Emerson was 
given last night by dispatches say- 
ing that Richard Harding Davis, 
the novelist. Medill McCormick of 
the Chicago Tribune, and four other 
correspondents were arrested on 
arrival at Mexico City in an at- 
temp to duplicate the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent’s feat. Two English- 
men were released, but the others

at the Asturias Club, where it is his 
habit to drop in after midnight, I re- 
turned to my hotel near Buena Vista 
Station. 

There I encountered a mournful pro- 
cession wounded and sick soldiers ar- 
riving from Luis Potosi. There were 
more than six hundred of them, all ill 
kept and famished, begging piteously 
for food and water. There were not 
near enough ambulances or wagons to 
carry them. 

The next day during the morning I 
saw more marching columns of volun- 
teers, well dressed, young, of good phy- 
sique and well drilled. It was quite im- 
pressive when I lunched with Gen. Huer- 
ta at the Colon Cafe an hour or so 
later. He plainly was proud over the 
spectacle of the marching volunteers. 

Gen. Huerta and party of four at the 
table consumed nearly thirty glasses of 
cognac, nobody paying the bill. After- 
ward Albert Christlieb, the principal 
German liquor importer of Mexico, told 
me that Huerta’s private liquor Dill 
now exceeded four thousand pesos, with 
no prospect of payment. 

Calls on Dr. Ryan. 

Later I called on Dr. Ryan, the Amer- 
ican friend of Secretary Bryan, who 
was being held incommunicado in a cell 
at Zapadores Barracks, having gained 
access to him through the Brazilian 
Minister. Afterward I went to Buena 
Vista Station and saw nearly five hun- 
dred American men, women and chil- 
dren entraining. Among them were 
many of my old friends from all over 
Mexico who were very pitiful, nearly ill 
pand facing ruin, desperately discouraged 
over the non-advance of Gen. Funston. 
Each family was limited to one trunk 
and one hand bag. 

I dined with Porfirio Diaz's old adju- 
tant, who is very bitter against Huerta, 
after which we went to the Opera La 
Traviesta, which was playing to a full 
house. A very brilliant audience, appar- 
ently care free, was present. From the 
opera I went to the Jockey Club, where 
I learned that Emiliano Zapata had en- 
tered Cuernavaca, capital of Morelos, 
the same day. The news passed in whis- 
perings and evidently caused a tremen- 
dous sensation. The next morning at 7 
o’clock I took a train for Vera Cruz. 

On the platform I encountered a confi- 
dential agent of Vila whom I knew 
well and, who, finally admitting his 
identity, confided to me that he came 
from Morelos. where he had been sent 
to keep Zapata from making common 
anti-American cause with Huerta. My 
traveling companions on the return jour- 
ney were a French naval officer, the 
same German ornithologist carrying six 
cages of tropical birds, a German beer 
brewer from Guadalajara, Villa’s confi- 
dential agent and eight other Mexi- 
cans. 

At Paso del Macho we were stopped 
again and searched by Mexicam soldiers, 
who took away all our newspapers, ar- 
rested and kept all nine of my Mexican 
traveling companions, among them Vil- 
la’s confidential agent, whom I think 
they took unawares, intending merely to 
impress all nine prisoners into the Fed- 
eral army. 

At all events I reached Soledad at 
nightfall where I spent the night sup- 
perless, sleeping on the stone platform 
of the railway station. When I woke 
up I found that somebody had stolen my 
eyeglasses. The French naval officer 
had lost his gold watch and the Ger- 
man professor one of his cages full of 
humming birds. So indignant and 
preakfastless, we entrained at 4 o'clock 
in the morning for Temblera. At the 
railroad break we had to walk nine 
miles under broiling sun to the Amer- 
ican end of the railroad, where we found 
a train awaiting us. We reached Vera 
Cruz at 10 o'clock Friday forenoon 
mighty glad to be under the Stars and 
Stripes again.

Refugees Reaching Vera Cruz 
Believe Dictator Plans De- 
Struction of Capital. 


By Associated Press. 
VERA CRUZ, May 9.—All attention on 


the main situation was turned today to 
the condition of affairs in Mexico City, 
where the next scene in the international 
Grama is looked for by many American 


and foreign observers. 

The outside world knows little of what 
is really going on there. It is impos- 
sible for any correspondent in the cap- 
ital to send any but a censored report. 
Those from the outside who venture into 
the city—and most of these are for- 
eigners who go protected by passports— 
see evidences of such a tense situation 
that they do not think it safe to remain 
long and have the opportunity to make 
only the most cursory observations. 

Refugees who arrived at Vera Cruz to- 
day and féreigners who have ventured 
to penetrate Huerta’s stronghold, de- 
scribe the capital as gsurcharged with in- 
tense apprehension, and, despite Huer- 
ta’s apparent confidence and the pur- 
suit of the daily routine, there are signs 
of undercurrents of intrigues and ambi- 
tions with which the cauldron is boil- 
ing. To those who would bring to the 
world a true picture of conditions there 
the capital is virtually a forbidden city. 

American Saved From Death. 

One travéler who returned today, de- 
clared that Lous Dantin, the only Amer- 
ican remaining at the Embassy when 
Charge O'Shaughnessy and his staff de- 
parted, had been seized by agents of 
Huerta, and was in danger of execution 
when the British Minister, Sir Lionel 
Carden, interfered, and obtained his re- 
lease, giving him protection in the Brit- 
ish Legation. 

The arrest of Walter C. Whiffen, cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press and 
a Washington newspaper photographer, 
A. J. Sutton, and Stheir detention while 
two Englishmen who were arrested with 
them were promtly released, had been 
taken as an added evidence of Huerta’s 
determination to take the most extreme 
measure before permitting the rebels to 
acquire possession of the capital. In this 
connection various reports are current, 
ranging from threats to force an out- 
side conflict to a fairly well authenti- 
cated report that he has mined the na- 
tional palace, the postoffice, the Depart- 
ment of Communications and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

One man who has been residing in 
Mexico City estimates Huerta’s forces 
there as probably not more than 300 
with no great supply of artillery, and 
ammunition low. 

Zapata, after a successful attack on 
Cuernavaca, is reported to have moved 
his forces to Ajusco, only a few miles 
from the capital. The northern rebels 
are meeting with less and less resistance 
from the discouraged Federal command- 
ers, many of whom have been called 
into the city by Huerta. 

Reserves Right te Retreat. 

The general impression seems to be 
that the world will not have long to 
wait for the final chapter in the struggle 
between Huerta and his enemies. Sev- 
eral of the diplomatic corps are reported 
to have urged Huerta a few days ago 
not to subject the city to a bombard- 
ment, but to lead his troops outside and 
there make his stand. Huerta, according 
to this report, protested, but the Spanish 
Minister is said to have insisted that 
unless he consented the Minister would 
demand his passports. Huerta finally 
agreed, but reserved the right to retreat 
to the capital. 

Trains from the north are said to be 
bringing into the capital almost every 
day large numbers of wounded. The hos- 
pitals are crowded and the wounded are 
not receiving proper care. 

Many who have resided in the capital 
are convinced Huerta will not attempt 
to leave that city, at least until after 
he has made a last desperate effort. 
They credit the report that he intends 
the destruction of the city before his 
departure, explaining that the man Is so 
obsessed witt. the idea that he is the 
only one capable of directing the govern- 
ment that he has become virtually irre- 
sponsible. They regard Mexico City as 
a place which will soon be as danger- 
vus for Mexicans as for foreigners. 

Up to the present no additional Amer- 
ican troops have been asked for be- 
yond those necessary to complete Brig- 
adier-General Funston’s Fifth Brigade. 
Strategists agree, however, that the 
troops and miarines already here will 
be sufficient for flying columns in a 
great emergency, while the blue jackets 
could garrison the city.

VERA CRUZ, May 9.—Seven Ameri- 
cans arrived here today from Mexico 
City. They reported the situation quiet 


in the capital They told of a Mexican 
Lieutenant who came aboard the train 
near Orizaba and boasted that an Amer- 
ican spy, who had entered the Mexican 
lines with two horses, had been shot. 
It was inferred that he had reference 
to Orderly Parks, who has been miss- 
ing since Wednesday. The Lietuenant 
talked much of the beauty of the horses. 
Parks, who was Col. Taggart’s or- 
derly, is believed to have become sud- 
denly insane. He took his own horse 
and Col. Taggart’s and dashed out of 
the American lines and toward the ter- 
ritory held by the Mexicans. A note was 
sent to Gen. Maas asking that he be 
returned. 

Two other Americans were picked up 
at Orizaba and brought through to Vera 
Cruz, but about fifteen others who 
boarded the train at Orizaba, comprising 
men, women and children, were taken 
off at Cordoba. 

Mexftan officers searched the train 
for Americans, but did not interfere 
with those from the capital, who in- 
cluded K. M. Van Zandt, banker, form- 
erly of Fort Worth, Tex. When the of- 
ficers fround two or three railroad en- 
gineers among the refugees they de- 
clared that the engineers would be too 
valuable if the Americans decided to 
move inland from Vera Cruz and took 
them off the train. 


COST OF MOVEMENT 
ON MEXICO $2,701,327 


Congress Is Asked to Appropri- 
ate That Amount to Settle 
Bills to Date. 


WASHINGTON, May 9%.—The first 
big memorandum of expense on ac- 
count of the Mexican crisis was sub- 
mitted to Congress today when the 
House received estimates totaling 
$2,701,327 for pay, subsistence, sup- 
plies, horses, barracks, transportation 
and engineeering work for the troops 
at Vera Cruz and on the Mexican bor- 
der. 

The memorandum says “the necessity 
for these deficiency estimates could 
not have been foreseen when orevious 
estimates -were submitted.” There is 
no reference to army plans. Congress 
was asked to make the appropriation 
immediately. 

The largest item is $1,483,074 for 
transportation of the army, which is 
in addition to $946,371 estimated to 
be necessary March 17. 

The War Department is asked for 
$406,825 to replace unserviceable ani- 
mals and to equip the troops.

Trade Paper Employe Traced to 
Seattle Through His Love 
for Motor Boats. 


William Smedley Ferguson, a book- 
keeper, who, on a salary of $150 a month, 
maintained an $8000 motor boat and 
was believed to be a wealthy sports- 
man, was placed in the city jail last 
night, following his arrival in the charge 


of detectives from Seattle, where he was 
arrested a week ago. He protested his 
innocence of the charge that he embez- 
zled $31,000 from the funds of the Na- 
tional Drugegist, a publication by which 
he was employed. 


“I made a good salary and lived mod- 
erately,”’ he said. “I saved money out 
of my wages until I had enough to buy 
the boat.’”” He would not discuss his 
case further. 


His wife, with whom he lived until a 
year ago at 3527 Henrietta street, was 
waiting at the jail when he arrived and 
threw herself into his arms, weeping. He 
kissed her and assured her that every- 
thing would come out all right. It was 
their first meeting since Ferguson fled 
from St. Louis on April 27, 1913. 


It is alleged that Ferguson, who had 
charge of subscription collections for 
the trade paper, diverted $17,000 in cash 
to his own use, and that, banking $14,000 
of the company’s money at the National 
Bank of Commerce under his own name, 
he also drew out this sum, making the 
total of the alleged defalcations $31,000. 
To his wife he is said to have explained 
that his salary was $250 a month and 
that he drew an income of $60 or $70 a 
week from the estate of an uncle in 
Iowa. 


He had been traced after his flight 
from Boston to Seattle, thence to Alas- 
ka and back to Seattle. He used the 
assumed names of Rufus E. Morse and 
Rufus Smedley. His love of boats led 
to his capture, for detectives made &@ 
systematic search for him in most of 
the sea coast cities, confident he would 
be found not far from the water. He 
was arrested as he was leaving an open- 
air religious meeting. He admitted his 
identity and waived extradition. He 
had masqueraded under the suggestive 
name of R. E. Morse.

TRINIDAD STRIKERS 
GIVE UP ONLY 72 
USELESS WEAPONS 


Federal Troops, Disappointed, 
Allow All Factions One More 
Day to Bring In Arms, 


TRINIDAD, Colo., May 9%.—Strikers in 
the Trinidad district, which included 
the big tent colony at San Rafael 
Heights, today surrendered 72 guns of 
various kinds to the Federal army of- 
ficers. Some of the guns had broken 
stocks, bursted barrels, broken ham- 
mers, and there many small caliber 
weapons. 

The military officers were disap- 
pointed at the manner in which Col. 
Lockett’s proclamation of disarmament 
was obeyed, and determined to give the 
strikers, mine operators and citizens 
one more chance to surrender their 
arms voluntarily, and the depositories 
will be kept open tomorrow for the pur- 
pose. Al] told, 7% arms were received 
by the Federal commanders here today. 
To this number the dealers in arms and 
ammunition contributed largely, and 
citizens surrendered many hunting guns 
and small caliber arms. Very few weap- 
ons which the army officers considered 
truly serviceable were received. 

Strike leaders professed to be cha- 
grined at the way their followers obeyed 
the proclamation, and it was their sug- 
gestion that the depositories be reopened 
tomorrow. 

A union newspaper published the 
charge that the Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Co. had hidden its machine guns and a 
wagonload of arms and ammunition be- 
yond the reach of the Federal troops, 
until such times as “the C. F. & L 
gunmen get ready to start out on such 
an expedition of killing women end chil- 
dren as they did at Ludlow April 2.” 

The miltary officials were incensed at 
this article and reprimanded the editor 
severely for publishing what they con- 
sidered a rumor absolutely without 
foundation. The paper had occupied the 
position of official organ of the union 
and the publication of the charge was 
considered a grave agitation to resist- 
ance of the Federal troops. 

The fact that no machine guns were 
among the arms delivered today served 
to create'a distinct feeling of unrest on 
the part of the strikers. 

The manifestation of continued Iill- 
feeling between strikers and members of 
the State militia caused Col Lockettt 
to send five men with Capt. Randolph 
of the Colorado National Guard when 
he left Trinidad for Denver tonight. At 
the station when Capt. Randolph de- 
parted was a group of strikers.

Core Raseny of the Fopt-Dispater 
VERA CRUZ, May 9.—With the cap- 
ture of Cuernavaca, capital of the State 
of Morelos, by Emiliano Zapata, 
Wednesday, details of the execution by 
Zapata of the envoys sent to him by 
Huerta have become known. 

Zapata rejected Huerta’s overtures 
for an alliance against the Americans in 
characteristically barbarous fashion. Di- 
rectly after the occupation of Vera 
Cruz, Huerta sent Hernado Farias, Al- 
berto Gonzales and Eduardo Alfrede 
Arizmendi as emissaries to Zapata, whe 
was then at Cuautla, 15 miles northeast 
of Cuernavaca. 

As an evidence of good faith and ta 
a desire to placate Zapata, Huerta re- 
leased from prison “Cockeyed” Morales, 
one of Zapata's bandit allies in the 
State of Pueblo, providing him with- 


clothes and money, tn addition te par- - 


doning him. Morales went to Cuautle 
with Farias, Gonzales and Arizmendi. 

The rebel chieftain killed Farias and 
Arizmendi out of hand—hanging them 
and riddling their bodies with bullets 
as they strangled. He cut off the ears 
of Gonzales and turned him loose with 
an {njunction to return to Huerta and 
tell him that Zapata would treat him 
similarly when he caught him. 

Cuernavaca was taken by Zapata 
Wednesday. The city, which Hes @ 
miles to the south ef Mexico City, was 
evacuated by the Federal garrison 
without fighting, save for some unim- 
portant skirmishes on the outskirts. The 
garrison yielded under orders from 
Huerta. 

Zapata rode into Cuernavaca at the 


head of 5000 men, who immediately be- ° 


gan a series of fiestas in celebration of 
their success, which crowned three years 
of almost continuous attempts at cap- 
ture. The first function was a banquet, 
given Wednesday night at the Buena 
Vista Hotel, which is kept by Mrs. Nor- 
man King, an English woman, and the 
only one of foreign birth to remain im 
Cuernavaca since the beginning of the 
Zapatista uprising in Moralos.

PAGEANT WILL 60 
-ONANOTHER WEEK 


Chauncey I. Filley, 82, Says He 
Has Seen St. Louis Grow From 
74,000 to Present Figures. 


Increasing interest displayed by St 
Louisans during the past two days in 
the work of the Pageant Registration 
Committee, the records of which are to 
become part of the archives of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society, has caused the 
committee to announce a continuance 
of registration during the coming week. 

Mrs. Luther Ely Smith, chairman of 
the Registration Committee, and Mrs. 
Frank B. Hammar, in charge of the 
central office at 618 Olive street, decided 
not to end the work last evening, be- 
cause of the apparent growth from day 
to day of a desire on the part of many 
to record the deeds of their ancestors 
in the making of early St. Louis his- 
tory. 

Mrs. Thomas Bayne, who registered 
herself and five children, read with in- 
terest of the registration of Lucases 
and Turners. She had heard many times 
that her Grandfather Wallace was weil 
known to these and many other o!d St. 
Louis families, and that it was he wh» 
Was called upon to dig the wells on 
most of the large St. Louis estates. 


Chauncey I, Filley Registers. 

Chauncey Ives Filley, 8 years old, 
once Mayor of St. Louis and a former 
powerful political leader, was one of 
those to enroll his name upon the 
Scroll yesterday. Filley’s card detailed 
that he was born in 1829 and came to 
St. Louis in 1850. Under the line marked 
occupation Filley wrote: ‘“‘Nothing to 
do, and no time to do it.” 

Filley submitted his name with a 
leaflet entitled, “‘The Public Services 
of Chauncey Ives Filley,” published by 
his friends in 1880-1881. In a nine-page 
letter to Mrs. James A. Waterworth of 
the committee he told how he had seen 
St. Louis grow from a town whose west- 
ern boundary was Twelfth street, to a 
city extending six miles westward from 
the Courthouse and eight miles north 
and south of Market street. In that 
period, he recalled St. Louis’ popula- 
tion had increased from 74,430 to almost 
800,000. 


Wm. Carson, a son of Dr. N. Bruce 
Carson, brought in 52 cards for thé 
Glasgows, Lanes, Ewings and Larkin 
connections of his family. Carson's 
mother, who was Susan R. Glasgow, 
was born in a large stone house 
yarrison avenue, the site of which is 
now occupied by the Wm. Glasgow 
Jr., school. Her father, her card re- 
cites,, was Dr. Wm. Carr Lane, the 
first Mayor of St. Louis and the sec- 
ond civil Governor of New Mexico. It 
was Wm. Carr Lane who delivered the 
first mayoralty address west of the 
Mississippi River. 

On a card which Mrs. Eliza von 
Phul Cooke signed was told her birth 
in 1824 in a stone house facing the 
Mississippi River, between Olive and 
Chestnut streets. This' residence was 
a block from the stores of her father, 
Henry von Phul. Her mother was a 
daughter of Dr. Saugrain, a French 
emigrant. 

Claims by Suffrage Leader. 

Mrs. Berenice Morrisson Fuller of 
St. Louis lays claim in her registra- 
tion to a part in the creation of the 
great woman suffrage movement of 
today. Mrs. Fuller was born on Wal- 
nut street, above Fifth street. Later 
she lived at Seventeenth and Lucas 
place. In the early 70’s and 80’s she 
declares, she came into personal con- 
tact with Lucy Stone, Susan B. An- 
thony and Mrs. Staunton, and with 
them joined an equal suffrage league, 
founded by Mrs. Beverly Allen, Mrs. 
Rebecca N. Hazard and James Yeat- 
man. “I was for two years recording 
secretary of this organization,” Mrs. 
Fuller says, “and the .small seed then 
planted has grown into a great tree.” 

The card of Mrs. Rita Papin recalls 
that she is the great-great-grand- 
daughter of Pierre Laclede on the 
paternal side. On the maternal side 
her great-great-grandfather was 
James Wilkerson, the first Governor 
of Louisiana.

The fig- 
ures April 1 were: English pen, 867 
eggs; Missouri pen, 711. During April 
the English pen does not appear among 
the 12. leading pens*and the Missouri 
pen, with 233 eggs to its credit, cut the 
lead to 1073 to 944. Marked changes are 
likely to be brought about during May, 
as those pens that have been laying 
strongly are liable to become broody. 

The total eggs laid in April was 20,2651, 
which makes the grand total for the 
five months 69,02 eggs. The average 
for all hens, good and bad, was % eggs 
each for the month. The English white 
leghorns are still leading, but the 8. C. 
reda gained on them this month. White 
wyandottes, white and buff orpingtons, 
barred and white plymouth rocks, anco- 
nas and buff leghorns are also making 
exceptionally good records. Other va- 
vieties are improving and we expect 
to see many of those which were slow 
to start, continue to lay after many 
others have gone broody or quit laying 
The leading hen is a black rhine- 
lander entered from California, but im- 
ported from Germany. Most of the 
have never been in the 
best condition. The R. C. black min- 
orca and the rhinelander females are 
much alike, the black minorcas being 
the largest.

PLYMOUTH ROCKS 
HAVE MANY STRONG 


Those Who Favor White Birds 
Often Boast That Variety 
Is the “‘Best in World.” 


The breeders of white Plymouth Rocks 
frequently refer to their favorites as 
“all purpose fowls,’’ and well they may, 
fer they qualify under this description 
without question. 

All the Rocks, or Plymouth Rocks, are 
‘alike in type and in size. They differ 
in color. ‘The standard varieties of the 
breed are the barred, white, buff, par- 
tridge, Columbian and silver penciled. 

Cocks weigh nine and one-half pounds, 
cockerelg eight, hens seven and one-hal?. 
pullets six. The Plymouth Rocks, there- 
fore, are above medium size, though not 
so large as Orpingtons, Langshans, Co- 
chins or Brahmas. They are larger than 
Wyandottes or Rhode Island reds. 

The words short, round and blocky 
are used to describe the Wyandottes. 
The same words are properly used to de- 
scribe the Rocks. The tendency now, 
however, is to seek a longer body and 
back than formerly. This is true also 
in other breeds, because it is apparent 
that added length of body means in- 
creased utility. 

The White Rock, as its name indicates, 
is white in plumage. The feathers in 
every section, including the under por- 
tion, should be pure white. Pure white 
specimens in white Rocks are more 
often seen than in White Wyandottes 
or Orpingtons. The white plumage, the 
red of the head furnishings, comb, wat- 
tles and ear lobes, with the bright yel- 
low of the legs, make a beaufiful color 
combination. 

The comb is quite low, with five rez- 
ular serrations. The eyes are a bright 
red or bay. The wattles and ear lobes 
are bright red. Positive, permanent 
white in ear lobes is a disqualification. 
The breast is full and deep. The back 
is medium in breadth and length, thougna 
the “fashion’’ is for longer backs than 
formerly, and the new fashion is a good 
one. The tall is full and well spread, 
and carried at an angle of 45 degrees in 
the male and 85 tm the female. The 
legs and toes are of medium size and 
length, shanks set well apart. Feathers. 
stubs or down on legs and toes, as in all 
clear legged varieties, disqualify. 

The White Rock is an all purpose fowl 
because it is a good layer, is a superior 
table fowl and is hardy and beautiful. 
It holds a steady popularity and it 1s 
growing in favor. It always attracts 
attention in the showroom or in the city 
lot or on the farm. We can’t agree with 
some enthusiastic breeders of this va- 
riety that it is the greatest of all fowls. 
though they have a right to think gs». 
There is no variety that is absolutely 
the best. We are willing, however, to 
say that no fowl has more good points 
to commend it to the utility breeder or 
the fancier than the White Plymouth 
Rock. 


Two Treatments of 
Crop-Bound Fowls 


Ailment Often Calls fcr Incision 
to Remove Coarse 
Material. 


The condition known as ‘“‘crop-bound’”’ 
in a bird is usually the result of over- 
eating on some food that contains a 
coarse material such as dry grass, 
feathers, etc. This becomes packed in 
the crop, and there is no chance for it 
to get out in the natural way. The 
crop becomes enlarged and feels hard. 
Other symptoms of the trouble are 
loss of appetite and difficult breathing. 
If the condition is not too aggravated 
cne can sometimes remove sufficient 
material, to afford relief, through the 
gullet. »This is done by forcing the 
bird to take sweet oil and kneading 
the contents near the lower part of the 
gullet until they are sufficiently soft 
so that small portions may be worked 
up and out through the mouth. By 
holding the bird with the head down 
this operation may be more easily per- 
formed, 

Removing the contents of the crop 
ty means of an incision through the 
skin and wall of the crop is frequently 
resorted to when other attempted cures 
have failed. The opening should be very 
small, just large erough to permit re- 
moving the material with some sma!) 
instrument. A button hook is very good 
for this purpose to take out the first 
of the contents. 

Then a small spoon may be used 
When emptied, wash the crop with 
warm water, close the opening of the 
crop with three or four stitches and 
the same with the cut in the ein. 
Make and tie each stitch separately 
and use white silk thread if {t is to 
be had. Let the bird have only milk 
or very soft food for a few days. 


Hew to Cure e Dog of Appetite for 
' Fresh Eges. 
Perhaps the most drastic remedy for 
the egg-sucking habit in a dog is the 
use of tartar emetic but it ts as effec. 
tive as it is drastic. Remove a small 
plece of shell from one end of a fresh 
egg and take out a portion of the con- 
tents, If the dog belongs to one of the 
large breeds drop about a level teaspoon- 
ful of the emetic in the egg and mix it 
up with the remaining contents. Then 
refill the egg with the portion taken 
eut, replace the piece of shell and give 
a bit of cloth over the break. Leave 
the egg where Fido will find ft. It will 
make him very sick for a few days but 
it will also spoil his appetite for eggs. 
The dose of emetic should vary with

Regular readers of this page know 
that we do not strongly recommend 
medical treatment of fowls that are 
seriously sick. The hatchet should be 
used more freely on sick fowls and 
chicks. "“Sreating a sick fowl takes 
too much time for one who values his 
time. Usually the fowl is not wortn 
it. And there is always the danger 
of contagicn to other members of 
the flock. 

Prevention of disease is the thing. 
It is natural for poultry to be healthy 
if conditicns are right. 

And prevention lies chiefly tn the 
direction of sanitation along with 
good feeding. 

If the flock is fed generously and 
regularly with good feed in plenty 
of variety, and if all surroundings 
are clean and sanitary, it will be 
healthy. 

Cleanliness is a very broad term. 
It means cleanliness within and with- 
out, throughout the whole career of 
the bird. George B. Morse of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry states the 
case well when he lays down the fol- 
lowing seven’ rules for cleanliness, 
which are absolutely imperative: 

(1) Clean out; (2) clean up; (3) 
clean the water supply; (4) clean the 
food; (5) clean the eggs; (6) clean 
the incube2tors and brooders; (7) clean 
the breeding. 

Let us see what these rules mean 
or may mean. 

“Cleaning out” is cleaning out the 
fowl itself, especially its digestive 
tract. For this purpose it is recom- 
mended that a dose of epsom salts 
be given twice a month throughout 
the year, or at any rate during the 
portion of the year when the fowls 
are confined. It may be given in the 
evening in the mash. Give about one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful to a fowl, 
half that much to a half-grown bird 
and still less to small chicks. If dis- 
ease appears, especially chicken pox 
or roup, give the epsom salts once a 
wéek to the entire flock. It is harm- 
less and inexpensive. 

“Clean up” means to clean up the 
house and yards. Keep the yards 
clean of refuse. Spade them up peri- 
odically. Clean out the droppings. 
Disinfect the house periodically with 
powderel, air-slacked lime or with 
some coal tar disinfectant. 

Keep the feed clean. See that ft is 
good feed to begin with. Feed it, es- 
pecially the soft feed, in clean vessels. 

Give good, clean water. Renew it fre- 
quently in hot weather. Clean the wa- 
tering vessels daily by hand and by 
rinsing when they are emptied. Occa- 
sionally they should be cleaned by the 
use of boiling water. Put a little per- 
manganate of potash in the water once 
a week, enough to color it a claret col- 
or, and ff colds appear, put in the per- 
manganate daily. There is nothing bet- 
ter for a cold and it is said to be slight- 
ly tonic also. 

Cleaning Hatching FEsges. 

The eggs for hatching should be cl@an, 
especially in order to prevent white 
diarrhea in chicks. Dip in pure grain, 
alcohol before placing in the incubator. 
Rut don't, decidedly don't wash the 
eggs with water. 

The incubators and brooders should be 
kept clean, of course. Wash out the in- 
ecubator thoroughly with soap and water 
after each hatch and allow it to dry 
out thoroughly before using again. A 
little carbolic acid may also be put into 
the soapy water. Dirty, damp brood- 
ers destroy many chicks. 

, By clean breeding is meant in general 
the breeding of healthy fowls. Young 
females are freer from white diarrhea 
germs in the erg pasenges than older 
females. On the other hand birds that 
are not old enough to be mature are not 


best for breeding.

Renewing a Poultry Run. 

What is best treatment to purify a 
poultry run that has been in use for 
several years and which must continue 
to be used?—J. C. L., St. Louis. 

If the run has not been thoroughly 
spaded recently, scrape off the surface 
and remove that portion. Then spade 
1t deeply, throwing a small quantity of 
lime in the excavations made with each 
spadeful. Do not add enough lime to 
niake the soil troublesome to the chick- 
ens’ feet. Fresh earth should be added 
if much is removed in the scraping 
If it is possible, fence off part of the 
run and seed it to rye or other quick- 
growing greens and let this become sev- 
eral inches high before turning the 
chickens into it. Be sure the drainage 
is such that no pools of water stand 
in the run. 


— 


Age of Crowing. 

I have some White Leghorn chicks. 
They are eight weeks old and one of 
the little cockerels is crowing. Is this 
common in chicks of that age? 

ASHLAND AV., St. Louis. 

No, it is quite uncommon, but such 
cases do occur. Within a week or two 
a man told m@ he had a chick six 
weeks old that was crowing. Leghorns 
and other small active fowls are nemre 
precocious than the larger varieties.« 
Brahma and Cochin cockerels sometimes 
do not crow until they are five or six 
months old. 


Imported Eggs for Hatching. 

About a year ago I got interested in 
keeping chickens in my back yard and 
have had good success, as far as get- 
ting eggs is concerned. I have connec- 
tions in Canton, China, Kobe, Japan, 
and Hamburg, Germany, and have re- 
quested them to send me a setting of 
eges from each of these places. I ex- 
pect them soon. What is your idea as 
to whether or not there will be any suc- 
cess in hatching? I have given them 
explicit instructions as to packing them 
very carefully in cotton, etc., so as to 
prevent jarring or breaking. 

Cc. M., 8t. Louts. 

I fear you will get no results from the 
eggs from China or Japan, but you may. 
Eggs from Germany, if not jarred too 
greatly, should hatch fairly well. There 
is a considerable trade in eggs for 
hatching, as well as in fowls, back and 
forth between this country and West- 
ern Europe. I have heard of good 
hatches with eggs from England espe- 
clally. Will you not report results with 
the eggs you are importing? 


Hatching Geese.

feed the goslings? MRS. B., St. Louis. 
You make a mistake nine times out 
of 10 when you help young chicks or 
geese out of the shell. Better let them 
get out themselves. Usually those that 
are part way out will get out all right 
if let alone. If you help them you 
are very likely to cause them to bleed 
to death. Occasionally a chick may 
be helped out that otherwise would 
never have gotten out but the chances 
are the other way. It will probably do 
no harm to sprinkle the eggs or dip 
them in hot water, but I don’t believe 
they require such treatment. To start 
goslings, feed on tender, fresh-cut grass 
and a small amount of moistened corn 
meal, Put some sand and charcoal 
in the meal in small quantities. After 
two or three days they may be fed 
equal parts of bran, middlings, clover 
or cooked vegetables. One well known 
breeder says: “I feed goslings two- 
thirds corn meal, one-third shorts, 10 
per cent beef scraps and moisten with 
water, give them all they will eat 
three times a day for a month. Then 
all they need is plenty of grass and 
water.”” You are fortunate if you have 
plenty of grass. Geese live well on pas- 
ture, as well as do cows or hogs. If 
one hasn’t plenty of grass, the growing 
of geese is hardly advisable. Geese 
are very hardy and are less subject to 
disease than any other kind of poultry. 


Feather Eating. 

Several of my hens have no feathers 
on their heads and their skin is red. 
Can you tell me the cause? 

W. B., St. Lopis. 

It might be caused two or three ways. 
Are you sure it is not a case of feather 
eating or pulling? That is the most 
likely cause. Watch carefully to see 
if the birds are not pulling each other's 
feathers. Feed more meat and green 
stuff. If one or.two fowls are the 
offenders remove them from the other's. 


Ruptured Hen. 

I have a hen that I think is rup- 
tured. Her egg organs extend about 
three-quarters of an inch. It appears 
to be irritated. I can press it in, but 
she always forces it out again. Can 
you tell me what to do? I have another 
hen whose droppings are a milky white. 
She stands around droopy all the time. 
She doesn’t lay. I feed scratch feed, 
sand, charcoal and oyster shefis. 

J. L. H., Loutsville, Ky. 

You probably can do nothing for the 
hen which, you say, and I think cor- 
rectly, is ruptured. It has been caused, 
most likely, by straining in the effort 
to lay. In the second instance, the 
symptcms are those of cholera. Be 
sure your quarters are cleaned fre- 
quently. Clean them out now thor 
oughly and dininrect, by using some 
good commercial disinfectant. If the 
hens are not especially valuable, I 
should not try to do anything with 
them. They should be disposed of. Of 
course the second hen must be removed 
from the flock. 


Probably White Diarrhoea. 

What can I do for chicks, three to 
six days old, when they fill their crops 
and stand around and die? I feed 
mixed chicken feed in litter ana keep 
water and grit before them.

Chicago Park, Key to the 
Outlaw’s Existence, Saved 
by Determined Stand of 
Principal Stockholder in 
Local Club.

N the little war drama entitled, 
[ “Putting the Federal League 
Over,” there were all sorts of 
actors and all sorts of acting. There 
were some stirring scenes, Many a 
thrilling climax, but the crisis which 
precipitated the final “showdown” 


and ultimate success had as its 
star a St. Louis man who, prior to 
that time, had played a thinking 
part. 

Joe Tinker of Chicago, in a recent 
magazine article, modestly admits he 
landed the psychological punch that 
put the outlaw league on its feet. Joe 
hates himself. 

It took money to put the Federal 
League across and Joe isn’t a pluto- 
crat. True, he was an important fac- 
tor, but even after Tinker had signed 
as the Chicago manager, there came 
a crisis which threatened to wreck 


the new venture and would have done 
so had not this particular St. Louisan 
been interested. 

Philip de Catesby Ball, one of the 
major stockhdlders of the local club, 
is responsible for the Federal League. 
Here’s the reason: 

Late in February of this year, after 
Tinker had signed with Chicago, and 
Mordecai Brown had come to terms 
with St. Louis, the Federal promoters 
began to realize what a colossal task 
confronted them. The matter of get 
ting players became secondary to the 
business of buying ball parks. The 
job of obtaining suitable, accessible 
parks was the bete noir of the new 
magnates’ life. St. Louis and Chicago. 
the keynotes of the new league, had 
no grounds. Both had options on de- 
sirable plots, but there was a serious 
hitch in the Chicago deal. 


Balked by a $350 Alley. 


C) WNER WEEGHMAN of the Chi- 


cago club discovered at a late 

date that the piece of prop- 
erty, 600x475 feet, which he planned 
as a park, was obstructed by a 15- 
foot alley, which splititintwain. The 
owners of this aliey put a price of 
$25,000 on it. The strip was worth 
about $350. 

Weeghamn suddenly felt the need 
of an electric footwarmer. Ban John- 
son got wise to the situation. On the 
Thursday prior to the Saturday night, 
when the Federals were to hold a 
“show down” meeting, Ban Johnson 
“sot to” Weeghman. He offered to 
make him an American League mag- 
nate, the St. Louis Browns being the 
vehicle in which Weeghman was to 
ride into the organized fold. 

Johnson got Owner R. LL Hedges 
on the phone and called him to Chi- 
cago. Hedges left on a Friday even- 
ing, riding on the same train as’ the 
local Federal League promoters, one 
of whom was Phil Ball. 

Ball had businesss in North Chicago 
with a man named Ben Maginnis, an 
ice dealer. Ben Maginnis owned the 
15-foot alley which blocked Weegh- 
man off the ball park. Ball went to 
Maginnis to sell him an ice-making 
machine. Maginnis never dreamed 
that Ball was in the Federal League 
—not until Ball, fn fumbling through 
his pockets, exposed a Federal League 
contract. 

“What's that?’ said Maginnis as his 
eye caught sight of the outlaw docu- 
ment. 

“Nothing,” said Ball. 

‘“\Well, it’s something that 
terested in,” said McGinnis, “and Jf 
want particulars. I'm déalinge with 
those birds; I own an alley that di- 
vides their ball park. Weeehman 
was around here trying to buy the 
alley. I put a price of $25,000 on it. 
He laughed at me 80 _ now I’m going 
to sell it to Charley Murphy for the 
same price.” 


Ball Pulls a ““Showdown.”’ 


HAT night when the Federals 
convened for their showdown 
meeting, Mr. Weeghman de- 
manded to know what the St. Louis 
club had done in regard to grounds.

Both owners of motor trucks and 
business houses still relying on the 
horse have been contending that motor 
truck prices are abnormally high. It 
has been claimed that the machine sub- 
stitute for the horse, while high in 
earning power, called for an unduly 
large initial investment. 

In view of this condition the recently 
announced big cuts in prices made pub- 
lic by the General Motors Truck Co. 
have caused a stir in the business 
world. 

According to W. L. Day, vice-president 

and general manager of General Motors 
Truck Co., this new price announcement 
was made possible by the _ establish- 
ment of a policy beginning with the 
new year involving a big volume and 
the elimination of unsound trade prac- 
tices. ‘ 
“Years ago when motor trucks were 
more or less experimental,’”’ says Mr. 
Day, ‘“‘they required close supervision 
by the manufacturer. This gave rise 
to the rendering of a great amount of 
‘free’ service came the offering of un- 
taken into account in fixing the price 
of the truck. As an outgrowth of this 
‘free’ service, come the offering of un- 
limited maintenance agreements which 
undoubtedly placed a premium on reck- 
less motor truck operation and certainly 
proved a costly burden to the truck 
maker. As a result of the high prices 
which were brought about by these re- 
grettable practices, sales were made by 
many makers on ruinous long-time 
terms and prices were indirectly cut by 
making excessively high allowances on 
second-hand machines, 

“‘We have found on investigation that 
in making a price of $3000 on a heavy 
duty machine, which formerly sold for 
$4500, our possible market will be greatly 
extended and we will be able to in- 
crease our factory production many 
times. Big volume will of course greatly 
reduce our unit costs and as a natural 
result our selling price to the con- 
sumer, 

“We are inclined to feel also that 
with these new prices, there will be 
much more disposition on the part of 
owners to assume a greater responsi- 
bility toward their investment. With 
the assumption of this responsibility the 
need of gratuitous favors from the man- 
ufacturer will disappear. ’ 


PARTRIDGE ON RACETRACK 


Probably nobody in the selling end of 
the automobile industry is better known 
than E. 8S. Partridge of New York, who 
has been in the industry since its in- 
ception. Recently he made a tour 
throughout the West, and while in In- 
dianapolis tested out the Premier-Weide- 
ly cars on the Indianapolis Speedway 
himself.

The chassis had only 
the ordinary test seat, and Mr. Part- 
ridge drove his car for hours, at times 
averaging 68 miles an hour, and attain- 
ing much higher speed on the straight 
ways. For an amateur this is consid- 
ered remarkable.

MOTOR FIRE APPARATUS 


The city of Toledo, O., has begun the 
reorganization of its fire department, 
the ultimate object being to eliminate 
the horse in this class of municipal 
work. The first step was taken recent- 
ly when the city gave the Willys-Over- 
land company an order for a special 
Willys utility chassis, to which the 
body equipment of a horse-drawn fire 
wagon was transferred. The new fire- 
fighting vehicle is now a motor-driven 
combination chemical and hose wagon, 
equipped with electric lights all around, 
special pneumatic tires, siren horn, push 
pedal gong and other standard equip- 
ment.

@ consequence of the news from ‘the 
wheat belt, need not bind anyone to 
the necessary significance of that 
news. 

“Waiving gutirely such questions as 
doubt over the political developments 
of the day, or over “rate decisions,” or 
over Mexico, there are a few perfectly 
obvious inferences to be drawn. We 
have not yet reached harvest iime; 
— the early wheat crop cannot yet 

me gneosured with absolute assurance, 

in that one important crop, we 
on long past the possibility of har- 
vest failure. Only a most unusual 
combination of adverse circumstances 
can prevent the maturing of the larg- 
est winter wheat crop in our history. 

The other crops have the vicissitudes 
of the season yet ahead of them. 

“But even of these, the testimédny 
from the fields is dated a full week 
later even than Thursday’s Govern- 
ment crop report, and taking the 
country as a whole, it agrees that the 

uitural season to date, has been 
one of the most remarka ly propi- 
tious seasons in the farmer's recol- 
lection. 

“When it is borne tn mind that a 
bountiful harvest is the one surely tan- 
gible addition to a nation’s wealth. and 
the ons taieiiipie source of an expound- 
ed foreign trade, and when it also 
remembered that the produce of the 
farms must be carried to yr degen ge and 
that therefore quenter. and not price, 
determines the direct profits of the rail- 
ways from the harvests, it is superflous 
to —_ what-the present promise of the 
cro means to general pros 

eve have been years when ‘bump- 
er harvests’ have served oaiy ce avert 
Or temporarily postpone a formidable 
industrial reaction; that. was true of 
the great crop seasons of 1906 and 1891. 
But these were years in which bank 
credits and trade engagements had been 
previously brought to a scale of pre- 
earious inflation, which is precisely the 
reverse of the conditions which prevail 
today. Furthermore, even on Oc- 
casions, the influence of the crops on 
the general situation, though only tem- 
porary, was powerful enough to shape 
the financial history of the year. 

“This is so unvarying a lesson of our 
past industrial history that any one who 
ignores. its natural bearing on the future 
history of the present year is likely to 
miss his calculation. 

“He may assume that a blight will fall 
on the growing crops in June or July; 
that we shall be plunged in war by mid- 
summer; that Congress will run wild in 
anti-corporation activities, and that 
some great catastrophe will occur in the 
foreign credit markets.

POOR WEATHER FOR I 
COTTON DOES NOT 
AFFECT Tht PRICE 


Rains in the Western Part of the 
Belt Are Retarding Culti- 
vation and Growth. 


Heavy rains in Texas, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, .Western Mis- 
sissippi and West Tennessee fell dur- 
ing the early part of the week. The 


Brazos, Trinity and Red Rivers rose 
rapidly and in some places  over- 
flowed their banks and destroyed 
lives and property. The nights in 
the western portion of the belt have 
been too cool and the growth of the 
cotton plant has not been as rapid 
as desired. 

Except in the overflowed region 
the damage has not amounted to de- 
struction, but the weather has hin- 
dered farm work and allowed the 
fields to become grassy at a time 
when cultivation is helpful. All over 
this western section the crop is late, 
possibly an average of 10 days, and 
favorable conditions are needed. 

From all reports the stands are 
somewhat irregular, but so far there 
has been very little replanting. The 
necessity of repla is- what is 
most feared in the western country, 
because of defective seed. If farm- 
ers escape that, there is hope for a 
good crop with average weather. 


Texas-Oklahoma <Acreage Greater. 


Norden & Co. estimtae the Texas 
acreage this year to be 2 per cent 
more than last year, and the Okla- 
homa acreage 6 per cent less than 
last year. The combination of these 
two gives an increase of about 100,- 
000 acres more than last year for the 
two States. 

Conditions in Alabama are very 

ood. Rains have been timely and 
eneficial, and farmers have had ex- 
cellent weather for work over the 
entire State. In Georgia and South 
Carolina rain is needed. In the lat- 
ter State the ground is very dry and 
the cotton plant is not progressing 
satisfactorily, owing to lack of mois- 
ture. In North Carolina rain is 
needed, but the lant has not suf- 
fered. Over all the Eastern belt the 
fields are in a splendid state of cul- 
tivation. 

During the week the market hai 
changed but little; apparently weath- 
er conditions were discounted. Fu- 
tures lost a little for the summer 
months, but the distant positions 
made little net change. 

New Orleans and Memphis have 
come together on quotations, leaving 
St. Louis the high market. Spot sales 
have been fairly large in all the 
markets. The demand is not regular, 
at the same time it is proportionate 
to the stocks. Grades are irregular 
and trading is done almost altogeth- 
er on types or on actual samples, and 
that is necessarily slow work. 


Liverpool Sales Large. 


Sales in Liverpool have been no- 
ticeably large and that market seems 
to be leading in the volume of busi- 
ness and in prices. Their enthusiasm, 
however, does not extend to our 
markets and buyers in this country 
do not find an enthusiastic respons: 
to their offers of cotton. The Conti- 
nent demand is slightly better. 

American mills have bought some 
cotton but they seem to be pursuing 
a waiting policy, which is not trn- 
usual. Spinners say that business is 
peor and money hard to get. Domes- 
tic buyers are buying from hand to 
mouth and exporters are doing noth- 
in These people believe that the 

rice of cotton will have to come 

own, as they believe that the price 

of goods can’t come down until cot- 
ton does; holders of cotton believe 
that the price of cotton can’t come 
down as long as there its not an 
overproduction of goods. 

Quotation for April, 1915, in the 
New York market is nearly 40 points 
more than for March, 1915, the dif- 
ference representing the idea of dif- 
ference in actual value between the 
two contracts. The 1915 contract is 
based on the Government standard, 
and known as the “new contract.” 
The New York contract stands alone. 
July-August in Liverpool is selling 
around 128 points more than the July 
contract in New York; April, 1915, in 
New York is quoted at less than 50 
points below April-May in Liverpool. 

The week-end figures are mildly bull- 
ish, so far as American cotton is con- 
cerned; spinners’ takings of American 
are 43,000 bales more than for the same 
week last year; in sight 12000 bales 
more. Exports of American cotton for 
the season are only 331,000 more than 
last year, and last year was a season 
of small exports, as it followed a rec- 
ord-breaking season and European spin- 
ners were well stocked. The visible 
supply of all kinds is 600,000 bales more 
than last season.

Vice-President Says Passed Divi- 
dend and Baseless Rumors 
Caused $105 Fall. 


HEAVY RAILROAD INVESTOR 
President in New York to Sell 


Holdings That State Bank- 
ing Department Criticised. 


Charles S. Marsh, vice-president of 
the Bankers’ Trust Co., whose stock 
has declined $105 in quotations on the 
Stock Exchange in the last 10 days, 
last night, in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said that in his opin- 
ion the fall was due to the passed -divi- 
dend of May 1, coupled with untrue sto- 
ries told on the street regarding the 
company. 

Shortly before the directors voted to 
pass the dividend the State Bank De- 
partment had inspected the institution 
and had notified its officers, he said, 
that it had entirely too much of its as- 
sets invested in stocks and bonds of the 
San Antonio & Gulf Railroad, which is 
virtually owned by the trust company, 
and advised that it dispose of a portion 
of these securities. 

J. E. Franklin, president of the trust 
company, now is in New York, conduct- 
ing negotiations for the sale of the se- 
curities. Marsh said the state bank ex- 
aminers offered no criticism of the com- 
pany aside from its connection with the 
railroad. 

Capital and Surplus Is $5,600,000, 

The trust company has capital and 
surplus amounting to $5,000,000. Its as- 
sets, Marsh said, would exceed $6,000,000. 
Of this amount, $3,000,000 is in the bonds 
of the railroad and more tuan $1,250,000 
of stocks in country banks, which are 
carried at their par value, although, 
Marsh said, all of them are worth much 
more than par. 

The railroad company has an author- 
ized capital of $315,000, of which $230,000 
has been issued and is owned by the 
trust company. 

It has bonds amounting to $3,663,000, 
of which the trust company holds $3,000,- 
000, These, with the stock, make the 
trust company’s holdings in the railroad 

The railroad has been completed only 
a few months. It was #ncorporated in 
1909 in Texas as the Crystal City & 
Uralde Railroad. Its name was changed 
in 1912. It is 320 miles King and ex- 
tends from the International & Great 
Northern junction to Odium, Tex. 

“We are having a complete audit 
made of the trust company’s business,’’ 
Marsh said, ‘‘and when that is finished, 
probably by the middle or last of next 
week, its affairs will be shown to be in 
excellent condition. 


Claims Other Assets Are Sufficient. 
“We were examined by the State 


Banking Department about six weeks 
ago, and it found no fault with our 
company, except to criticise our large 
holdings in the San Antonio & Gulf 
Railroad. We also think we have too 
much money in it, ang are trying to 
dispose of some of our interest. 

**‘However, we are carrying our bonds 
and stocks at less than the actual con- 
struction cost of the railroad. The roai 
is a new one, but it is now in opera- 
tion and has the money for its expenses. 
There is a small amount of its equip- 
ment unpaid for, but that amounts to 
practically nothing. 

“We do not expect to have to sacri- 
fice any of these holdings, but if we did, 
we have other assets which would am- 
ply care for all of our liabilities and 
give us a margin of far above $1,000,000. 

“Although our stock dropped quickly 
from $190 to $8 a ghare, there were 
few stockholders who sold. The only 
sales have been small blocks of stock 
held by brokerage concerns on mar- 
gin.” 

Marshall said that none of the trust 
company officials had any interest in 
the railroad except the interest they de- 
rived as stockholders of the ffust com- 
pany. The trust company’s stock on 
the market yesterday was at $85, the 
price of the previous day. 


JEALOUS HUSBAND SHOOTS 
BRIDE OF THREE WEEKS 


Italian's ‘Vife Is Seriously 
W ounded—Assailant, Who 


Fled, Charged Infidelity 

Mrs. Phillipina Locricio, an Italian 
woman, 17 years old, was shot and dan- 
gerously wounded by her husband, Ben 
Locricio, 24, a railroad section hand, in 
a quarrel in their home, 1236 North 
Eighth street yesterday afternoon, when 
Locricio is alleged to have accused his 
wife of infidelity. They have been mar- 
ried ® days. 

According to the story told the police 
by Joe Bomoritto of 1420 North Seventh 
street, her brother-in-law, Locricio re- 
turned home from work, and, after lock- 
ing all the doors, accused his young 
wife of being too friendly with Bomo- 
ritto. She denied this and in the argu- 
ment that followed, Locricio drew a 
revolver and shot her in the neck, 
firing twice after she had fallen to the 
floor. ; 

Locricio fled, and his wife, regaining 
consciousness, crawled out the back 
door, over some old boxes and through 
a back alley to the Bomorttto home, 
fainting on the doorstep. She was taken 
to the city hospital in an ambulance. 
Physicians said she was in a critical 
condition. Bomoritto said she came to 
America on money he had sent her 
upon his wife's request, arriving here 
April 10 last, with her father, Joe Lica- 
vilo, She was married to Locricio nine 
days later. 


Former St. Loulsan Dies in Beffale.

The invading armies of that time had to face two dangers which a similar force 
would not be likely to face today. One of these was the desertion of volunteer 
soldiers and. the other was disease. Many of the volunteers had enlisted for short 
terms. The terms of 4000 of them in Scott's army expired in the midst of the 
Campaign against the city of Mexico and the volunteers refused to go on. To make 
up for their defection, Taylor was compelled to divide.his already weakened force 
to reinforce Scott. 

Hundreds of American soliders died from dysentery and other diseases, due to 
drinking impure water and to improper camp sanitation. Nowadays, armies of 
invasion in tropical countries take every precaution to secure pure water and to 
keep their camps in good sanitary condition. 

As it. is always interesting to see ourselves as others see,us, a Mexican account 
of the entrance of Gen. Scott’s army into the city of Puebla, after the Cerro Gordo 
battle, as taken from a letter is given : 

“Their armament,” said the. writer, “seems to me nothing extraordinary. In a 
word, “except the -draught horses, which are very good, I assure you without 
exaggeration, that these men bring nothing we have not seen a thousand times. 
Even the immense number of their wagons is not a proof of large stores. The 
wagons are all empty, and I urderstood their principal use to be for the transport 
of troops. .-How, then, have they done what they have? How have they contin- 
ually beaten our army, which not only surpasses them in: appearance—for that .

equally certain, however, that the women could shoot 
down the soldiers. What should be done in such an 
emergency? This was a problem to task to the utter- 
most the resourcrefulmess of the Board of Strategy. 

The most hopeful solution proposed was that the 
soldiers should arm themselves with cages of mice, 
which, if they lived to get close enough, they were to 
release among the s*irted warriors, in the hope that 
some surviving female instinet would cause even vi- 
ragos to flee from these ancient enemies of the fair 
sex 

Now, however, the soldiers of the trousered per- 
suasion may heave a mighty sigh of relief. There is to 
be no regiment of vixens in Mexico. No squadron of 
maenads is to charge screaming upon the American in- 
trenchments at Vera Cruz. No militants are to pit 
themselves with rifles against man, except, perhaps, 
in an isolated case here and there like that of Molly 
Piteher in the American Revolution. The entire ‘idea 
arose from the’ peculiar function performed by women 
in Mexiean warfare. This is described by Paul G. 
Robison of 3661 Washington avenue, St. Louis. who 
spent in Mexico three turbulent years, and in Mexico 
City passed through the “Ten Tragic Days” which cul- 
minated in the assassination of Madero. 


Although Napoleon declared that “an army marches 
on its belly,” the Mexican army has no commissary de 
partment. This essential function falls to the women, 
called. “soldaderas,"”” who are sometimes almost as 
numerous. as the soldiers themselves. When an army 
entrains, theve are often two or three carloads of wom- 
en to three or four of soldiers. Often they are the 
wives of the soldiers, for whom they forage food and 
cook. The spectacle of these armies of women on the

Civilian volunteers also fought in the revolution. One 
photograph shows a group of citizens manning a ma- 
chine gun on a roofo They are without uniforms and 
wear the slouch hats and garb of the streets. But }:1!- 
lets search them out as impartially as they do unifornw: 
soldiers, and two of them lie dead beside the gun. 

During the revolution Robison was at the New Porter's 
Hotel, in Mexico City, which is in a direct line between 
the arsenal, where Diaz-had fortified himself, and the 
National Palace, from which Madero conducted his 
futile defense. Between the two fortresses were about 
seven blocks of buildings. The gunners on either side 
elevated their pieces so as to fire in an arc above the 
intervening structures, and over the hotel flew an in- 
cessant shower of missiles. 

Robison and other Americans often crouched on the 
roof of the hotel, while blasts of steel swept by over 
them, and watched with field glasses the street and bar- 
ricade fighting in various parts of the city. One shell, 
aimed too iow, exploded in the St. Louisan’s bedroom, 
from which he was providentially absent. 

From the roof they saw Mexican cavalry charge three 
times up a narrow street against a battery of field 
guns, with a courage as heroic as the stupidity of the 
officers in ordering the charge was murderous. The 
guns mowed them down in ranks, piling the déad in 
the streets, but the horsemen returned twice to the 
charge. At the fourth order to gallop “into the jaws of 
death,’ they- refused to obey. ° 

I'rom the roof they could also see women with their 
baskets of provisions scurrying across the steel-swept 
streets, seeking to carry supplies and water to their 
husbands. Stopping at the hotels, they would inquire 
where this troop or that was situated, and, obtaining 
the information, would dash on in that direct'on.

One American paid dearly for his 
curiosity. He went to the window 
on the top floor of the hote? end 
was watching the battle with field 
glasses. A sniper on the roof of 
another building caught sight of 
him and fired at him with a machine 
gun. The American was instantly 
killed. Robison and others went up 
to drag his body down, but were 
driven back by the stream of bul- 
lets pouring into the room. They 
could not rescue the body until the 
sharpshooter turned his attentions 
in another direction. The Ameri- 
can’s name was Meredith, and he 
was a salesman from Dayton, O. 

The devastation wrought in the 
husiness and residence districts of 
Mexico City was appalling, Ro‘ison 
relates. Heavy iron lamp posts he- 
hind which the soldiers found a lit- 
tle shelter, were cut down by shells 
as an ax *would level a tree. The 
walls of the buildings were pecked 
with bullets until they resembled 
the surface of a thimble. Shells tore 
great gaps in the walls. The church 
steeples, being the highest points, 
especially suffered. 

A squad of 25 soldiers posted 
themselves in the tower of the Sixth 
Precinct Police Station and began 
the favorite Mexican pastime of 
sniping their enemies. But these 
turned a field gun upon the tower 
and demolished it with shrapnel. 
The sharpshooters were all killed, 
either in the tower or as they tried 
to escape from the building.

' streets are of the greatest antiquity. Many of its tradi- 
, tions are so old that no man knows whether _ they 


originated in.the days of the Montezunjas or of the Con- 
quistadores. a oe 

As is inevitable, the City of Mexicd has its own pe- 
culijar folk lore, its mysterious legends. There are old 


- tales that have been handed down from generation to 


generation by word of mouth and are &tiil told by Mex- 
ican nurses to the children as. they were told centuries 
ago. Many of them, perbars, had some foundation in 
fact, but what is fact and what is superstitious myth 
cannot now be ascertained. 

The average visitor to the Mexican capital probably 
will not hear one of these tales in many years of resi- 
dence there. If the visitor is a man, he is likely never 
to hear them. If a woman, the chances of hearing them 


will depend largely upon her personal sympathies and 


her personal contact with native women. 

Themas A. Janvier, author and member of the folk- 
lore society of London, after long residence in Mexico 
and careful study of the manners of the people, has suc- 
ceeced in getting together a co'lection of these old sto- 
ries. He embodied them in a bo +k, “Legends of the City 
of Mexico,’”” which was published by Harper & Broth- 
ers, with illustrations by Walter Appleton Clark. Jan- 


- vier admits that he was able to get most of them only 


through the co-operation of his wife, who made friends 


. with their laundress. Subsequently a waiter at a public 


cafe, who was somewhat of an antiquarian’in his way, 
gave him the most graphic versions of these stories. In 
the book the tales are given as if spoken by this waiter. 
. Taken as a whole, the book gives a rare collection of 
unusual stories. They are full of the supernatural. The 
handicraft of Satan himself is seen, to the narrator, in 
many of the strange happenings. Janvier, by thoronzh 
investigation, has established that some of, them are re!- 
ics of folk tales from: the old world, while others go back 
to ihe Aztecs themselves. 

Of the latter class is the tale of the Wailing Woman. 
Once, a long time ago, the story runs, there was a very 
bad woman in the City of Mexico. She gave birth to 
many children, but children bored her, and, as fast as 
one came upon the earth, she drowned it. Finally her 
conscience began troubling her. It is supnosed that her 
punis*rrent was to go throuzh eternity looking for her 
lest chi'dren. 

x Kieque, tly since then, it is said, wat*hmen have seen 
a woman in white, w.th a white mantilla over her head, 
roaming through the streets at nicht. Those who have 
inquired her busiress, have received an answering in- 
quiry as to where her children can be found. The great- 
est misfortunes always overta’es those who question her. 
Mos: of ttem are stricken dead or become insane. This 
latter*fate is sdid to have oveita'en a gifted young army 


- officer who once tried to flirt with the Wa‘l ng Woman. 


It is said ‘her lameptations are ‘still heard at night, 
sonietimes. 

Of the stories imported from Europe, the story of thd 
“Accursed Bell,” is a type. According to the narrator, 
ther was once in Toledo, Snain, a very wic’ed man, who 
was in’ league with the devil, and who mudered and 
scoffed at holy things. This man was finally arrested 
by the officers of the Inquisition, and was sertenced to 


‘ bé burned alive. He wes freed from his cell. however, 


by his master, the Devil. He left behind his bronze 
armor, in which were all the evil spirits that had con- 
trolled him. 

‘The armor wer made into a bronze ‘cross, and while 


-jn that fo m it. imprisoned the devils so closely they 


could net murmur. Later, the cross wag recast into a 
bell, which was hung in a convent. This liberated the 
spirits’ who. kept up such an unholy elamor with the bell 
that the Holy Office. took charge of it, condemned its 
tongue to be torn out and it to be exiled. Tobguelese 
it was brought to Mexico, where it served as the gong for 
a clock. When an attempt was made later to recast it, 
the bewitched metal rebeNed, and refused to fuse. 

Ove stery with a foundation in fact, is the lezend of 
Den Juan Manuel. As the tale survives in the folk lore, 
Don Juan was an amiable erough gentleman, except that 
hethad a bad habit of -wandering ont niehts and mur- 
dering people. His custom was to approach somebody on 
the étreet, ask him the t me, and, when’he replied, tell- 
ing Lim he was lucky because he knew the hour.af his 
death; ‘stabbed him to the heart. This went on until 
pne night Don Juan killed his dearly beloved nephew, 
‘whom he had not recognized. 

Stricken with remorse, Don Juan. confessed to bis 
priest, who for penance, ofdered him to go alone i.t mid- 


gcing barefoot towards 
the Virgin’s sanctuary. 
Hasteriing’ to the Don's 
heme, the . Archbishop 
found his dead body, and 
was convinced that what 
he had seen was the 
wrath of the oath-break- 
er. 

- Still another story is 


painter who scoffed at 
religious things. and re- 
fused to paint a picture 
of the Blessed Virgin to 
go over the altar of a 
new church. For this 
he was condemned to be 
burned by the Holy 
Cffice. On the night be

Janvier show that a 
pen of this name was 
given a taste of the rack 
for uttering alleged 
blasphemous remarks 
when asked to paint the 
picture of a saint. But 
he denied that he was a 
Jew, and was freed when 
he consented to paint a 
picture of Our Lady of 
Merced, as an altar 
piece. 

Decidedly creepy is 
the story of Father 
Lecuona. This good 
priest, hurrying to the 
house of a friend, was 
met on the street by a 
woman who told him a 
dying man wished to

night to a certain church, before which was a gallows, 


‘and to tell his rosary under the gallows. Three nights 


he attempted to fulfill the command, but was. driven 
back by the groans of the persons he had murdered. 
After begging in vain for a lighter penance, he finally 
reached his gdal under the gallows. And then angels 
fron|' Heaven came down and hanged him. 

Janvier points out as a matter of history that there 
was such a person in Mexico in 1641 and he was a dis- 
honest collector of revenues. Me was jailed, and, to se- 
cure his liberty, his wife was compelled to suffer incred- 
ible humiliations at the hands of a Judge. Don Juan 
broke prison, went to his home, found the Judge there, 
and stabbed him to death. Later he was mysteriously 
lynched one night before the church, and from this grew 
the legend that the angels had punished him for his 
sins. 

Another rather curious story is that of a certain very 
tall nun, who had been remarkable for her strict obedi- 
ence to the orders of her superiors. She died, and, for 
some reason, it became necessary to bury her at ‘once. 
When “a coffin was sent, it was found to be ‘too. short. 
There was no time to get a longer one. so the body was 
put into the short one. The Mother Superior conimanded 
the corpse to be as obedient in death as tie nun had heen 
in Nfe, and to accommodate itself to the béx. Immedi- 
ately it began to shrink urtl it was the proper size. 

A story of ghostly vengeance is called the Legend of 
the Bridge of the Priest. It seers there was a certain 
priest, Don Juan de Nava, who was the guardian of his 
orphan niecé, a beautiful girl. A Portuguese nobleman, 
Con Cuarte de Sarraza, fell in love with her, and she 
reciprocated the attachment, but the priest rejected Don 
Puarte because he was known as @ gambler. One night 
the priest came upon Don Duarte tal ing to his niece 
through her window. Duarte struc’ the old man_ with 
his dagger; which was imbedded in his s‘ull, killing 
him. He.threw the body, dagger and all, into a diteh. 
Just one ‘year. later Don Duarte was found dead at the 
site ef the crime. Kneeling over bin, one of its bony 
hands gripping his body by the throat, was a skeleton 
in priestly garments, with a dagger sticking in its skull. 
This is the legend of the beautiful Mulata of Cordoba:

HE present difficulty betweer the United 
States and the Huerta Government of 
Mexico presents some striking paralicls 
to the beginnings of the war with Mexiro 
in $846. Indeed, events have been so very 
S.milar that one can almost read history 
repeating itself. 

Then, as now, the President of the United States dis- 
claimed warlike intentions. Then, as now, long efforts 
at mcdiation began after the first blows had been struck. 
Then, as now, the people of the United States were 
not in complete aceord with a militarist program. 
Thev, as now, the Mexican people were torn by revolu- 
tion and.a leading revolutionary. chief at the outset pro- 
fessed friendliness for the United States. 

Polk was President then and Herrera, the Huerta of 
68 years ago, was the chief governmental power ‘to 
be reckoned with.in the southern republic. The Villa 
cf that day was Santa Anna, who had been strikingly 
-successful as a revolutionist, whose friendly protesta- 
tions were so strong at the beginning as to lead thu 
American Government to believe it could count upon his 
good offices, but who subsequently. became the com- 
mander in chief of the Mexican armies.

AM dispatching from Muzziwajlo by an Indian 


distance runner of a savage tribe which I have- 


recently discovered and named, this, the first 

story of my perilous penetration into the hinter- 

most hinterland of Brazil; where, as far as the 

eye and the imagination can reach, there is 

one unbroken stretch of. tair~-to primeval, 
bewildering wilderness and some jungie. 

All that I set out to accomplish has been done—and 
more. I have blazed a trail for automobiles through 
hitherto untraveled bush, I have paddled up uncharted 
rivers, deftly avoiding all salt creeks, and put them on 
the map. I have shot rapids and jaguars. | have staled 
heights and fish. I have found new races, learned their 
tongues and assured them that they need have no fear. 
I have given battle to alligators, ant eaters and ana- 
condas, and I have studied the habits and customs. of 
some of the finest flora and fauna you ever saw. 

Withal, I have not been over busy. Between new and 
astounding discoveries I have had time for reflection 
and, what is, more to the point, amid the somewhat 
cramped. surroundings ‘of my hammock, high slung 
between stately palms and sunset and dawn, and with 
only a flickering torch to give me light, I have—not 
without some difficulty, you may be sure—been able 
to transcribe my running memoranda of each day’s 
thrilling experience, and to correct the Brazilian map in 
various places as I went along, thus keeping it always 
up to date, . 

Opinions may differ as to the comparative might of 
pen and sword, but of this I am certain--my magazine 
typewriter, my magazine gun and my loaded camera are 
of equal value.

The Indian guides, ever solicitous lest disaster befall 
their captain, raised a warning cry, which in my great 
delight at so soon entering a zone of real sport, I 
confess I did not hear. Again the Indians sought to 
“put me hep,” as the saying is, and again I confess | 
did- not hear. . Things went along this way for some 
little time, my ears the while. acutely attuned to. the 
jaguar’s vicious, although to me not disturbing, growls 
of protest, but positively unable to transmit to my brain 
by any aural sensation the knowledge that danger lurked 
or hung around. - 

The denizen of the jungle now put more of. savage 
anger into his growls, and placing my magazine gun 
in position I advanced. with quick step, the sooner to 
bring the incident to a termination. The others of my 
party- drew back to give the jaguar or denizen of the 
forest a fighting chance.

The Lackawana Limited, equipped with 
its new wireléss telephone apparatus, 
pulled out of the station at Hoboken with 
L. B. Foley, the railroad’s superintendent 
of telegrapby, who first installed the wire- 
less telegraph apparatus on the Lacka- 
wanna Limited, on board. Soon after the 
train was lost to sight in the meadows the 
operator at the fixed wireless telephone 
station in Hoboken started his electric 
generators going and set his instruments 
in tune. The operator on board the mov- 
ing train adjusted his receivers. In a few 
minutes the operator at the fixed station 
in Hoboken was informing the operator 
on the train of the disagreeable weather 
conditions in and about New York City 
and of other things of equal importance. 

Suddenly the telephone bell in the office 
of Supt. Phillips at Hoboken rang vio- 
lently. 

“Hello!” said Supt. Phillips. 

‘Ys this the office of the Lackawana 
Railroad’s superintendent?” inquired the 
voice at the other end of the line. 

“It is,” replied the superintendent. 

“The commanding officer of the United 
States Navy Yard in Brooklyn wishes to 
inform you ,that important messages di- 
recting the movements of the baitleships 
are beine interrupted by the mescates in 
transmission to the Lackawanna train,”

Infection Rarely Transmitted by Air 


infection is well iltustrated “In 
an exhaustive article in the 
Journal of the Amenean Medical Asso- 
ciation by Dr. Charles V. Chapin, Super- 
intendent of_ Health of Providence, R. I., 
than whom there is no greater authority. 
Whereas 30 years ago it was believed 
that most infectious diseases were trans- 
mitted by the air, it is the general opin- 
ion among physicians today that few, if 
any, diseases other than tuberculosis and 
anthrax can -o. be transmitted.

+. HE complete reversal of medical 
opinion on the air as: vehicle of. 


has brought about this change. The life 


and habits of bacteria have taught us 
that nearly all of them die as soon as 
they are exposed to the air. Those of 
influenza, for example, cannot resist the 
air. 

The theory advanced by Fluegge that 
the bacteria were carried on particles of 
dust has also fallen to the ground, except. 
for those of a very few diseases. 

It is Dr. Chapin’s opinion that: 

Typhoid fever is spread only by con- 
tact. : 

Cholera, dysentery and diarrhoea can 
be treated in general hospitals freely, 


Malaria ani yellow fever are caused 
only by mosquitoes, 

Typhus’ fever and plague are carried 
from persen to person by_ vermin. 

lt is almost certain that contact alone 
can spread smallpox. 

It is highly probable that influenza 
may be spread within a few feet of a 
coughing and sneezing patient by. means 
of visible droplets. That it is trans- 
mitted by floating droplets or by dust is 
not likely. 

Nothing is really known about the way 
the germs of pneumonia reach the lungs. 
Nearly half of the population at ttmes 
carry the germs in the mouth. 

All the English hospital superintendents 
agree that diphtheria is not air-bofne. 

Scarlet. fever was thought to be air- 
borne until it became certain that the 
scaling skin was not infectious. Now 
the evidence is very convincing that it 
is not air-borne.

How -Ball Bearings 
Abolish Friction 


HE suppression of friction has 
- always been one of the most 
puzzling of the problems that 
confront engineers. As speed 
increases, so doés friction. This means 
not only .oss of power, but rapid wear 
of bearings, to say nothing of over. 
heating. Oi' was the first lubricant em- 
ployed for bearings. Many alloys of 
metals were tried. but none proved sat- 
isfactory. Oil under high pressure, so 
high that the axle actually turns in a 
bath of oil, not touching the metal sur- 
rounding it, has been employed in some 
machines, but this necessitates. oil 
pumps, safety valves and oil pipes, all 
of which complicate the machimery and 
are liable to get’ out of order. 
Ball bearings were the greatest step 
forward in reducing friction to a mini- 
pum. Withont them the high-speed
